ELECTION OF A GENERAL SECRETARY. 

As officially reported upon another page, the Board of Managers at its meet- 

ing for April elected the Rev. Reese F. Alsop, D.D., rector of St. Ann’s Church, 
Brooklyn, to be General Secretary. _Up to the time of going to press Dr. Al- 


sop has not signified his intentions under this choice. If he consent to ac- 
cept, the whole Church is to be congratulated. In the Diocese of Long Island 
he is a most prominent and exceedingly busy Presbyter. Among the more im- 
portant positions held by him at the present time are those of archdeacon of 
Southern Brooklyn, and member of the Missionary Committee of the diocese ; 
deputy to the General Convention, chairman of the Committee on Canons ; 
vice president of the Church Charity Foundation, and trustee of the Aged and 
Infirm Clergy Fund. 

Dr. Alsop has held important parishes, among them Christ Church, Rye, 
St. Andrew’s Church, Pittsburgh, and Grace Church, Philadelphia. He isa 
native of Indiana, educated in Philadelphia, was made Deacon by Bishop Bow- 
man, and ordained Priest by Bishop Hopkins. 


WORKERS TOGETHER. 


In the person of our Lord Jesus Christ was combined the outward and 
visible and the inward and spiritual—the divine and the human power. His 
errand was the salvation of mankind. 

When He declared His victory over death and the grave by His resurrection, 
His purpose was to have continued that’ work on earth for which He left the 
glory He had had with His Father. As in Him during His active ministry 
here, God and man were workers together, so He provided that this should con- 
tinue until His coming again—that God and man should be workers together 
for man’s salvation. 

He immediately met His grief-stricken disciples and assured them of His 
living presence. He re established their faith, He quickened them with the 
power of His renewed life. He gave them the great commission when He said, 
«‘ Ag my Father hath sent Me, even so send I you. . . . and He breathed 
on them and said, Receive ye the Holy Ghost: whosesoever sins ye remit, they 
are remitted unto them; and whosesoever sins ye retain, they are retained.” 
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He entrusted to them the missionary charter of the Church when He said, “All 
power is given unto Me, in heaven and in earth, go ye therefore, and teach all 
nations, baptizing them in the Name of the Father, and of the Son, and of the 
Holy Ghost: teaching them to observe all things whatsoever I have commanded 
you : and, lo, I am with you alway, even unto the end of the world.” 

Thus He provided for the human part; presently the Holy Spirit was to be 
given to supply the divine part. This gift they were to await. 

During the interval that elapsed between the event of the resurrection and 
His ascension into Heaven, our Lord appeared frequently to the disciples as 
they were gathered together, and not only fixed in their minds the fact of His 
resurrection and the assurance of His actual, living presence, but also reasoned 
with them concerning the future government of His Church upon earth, and of 
their co-operation in making known to every creature throughout the world the 
Gospel of His salvation. ; 

The resurrection of Jesus Christ was the power that was to give to this 
great commission of the Church its potency, and to cement, in one indissoluble 
bond, the Master and the worker. The gift of the Holy Spirit on the Day of 
Pentecost was the seal of the pledged presence of the risen Lord, to be ever with 
His Church until the end of the world, and making effectual the preaching of 
the cross, the power of God unto salvation. 

The missionary charter and the power, the fruits of the resurrection and 
the outpouring of the Holy Ghost, these are central facts in the great group 
that gather about Easter and Pentecost. There stand the Apostles, the vice- 
gerents of Christ upon earth, holding in their hands their high commission from 
the great Head of the Church; over them are tongues of fire, the symbol of the 
power that is to make effectual the breaking down of the kingdom of sin, Satan, 
and death. 

It is a picture of workers together with God: Man the instrument and 
God the Holy Ghost the energizer ; the one saying, ‘‘ Here am I, send me,” the 
other furnishing the means and making possible the use of the human agent in 
the Divine Hand. These are some of the great thoughts of Easter and Whitsun- 
tide, and as we contemplate them what significance they give to the study of 
Christian missions. 

Here is no menial service, but a partnership with God in the common in- 
terest of the salvation of the world. Who would not seek such a partnership ? 
Who would not yearn to be found side by side with God in that highest and 
noblest of all serviees—the redemption of men, the victory of life over death, of 
righteousness over sin, and the enthroning of the Kingdom of God in the 
hearts of all mankind ! 


THE CHURCH MISSIONARY SOCIETY. 


THE Church Missionary Society of Hngland celebrated last month the one’ 
hundredth anniversary of its organization. The celebration was observed with 
appropriate services in Europe, Asia, Africa, and America, where her missions 
are established. While we most heartily congratulate that society upon 
filling out a century of vast usefulness, and upon the magnificent work 
it has achieved in the extension of Christ’s Kingdom upon earth, there 
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is in connection with this a matter of historic interest which this centenary 
celebration recalls, and that kindles afresh long cherished feelings of appre- 
ciation and gratitude for the generous benefaction which that society ten- 
dered to the Church in America in its nascent efforts toward the formation of 
a general missionary society within its own fold. arly in the history of 
this first foreign society, Bishop White and Bishop Griswold, of our Church, 
opened correspondence with the Rev. Josiah Pratt, Secretary of the Church 
Missionary Society, relative to the matter of co-operation in the great enterprise 
of extending in the world the Gospel of Jesus Christ. The result of the corre- 


spondence was a letter from Mr. Pratt, dated July 31st, 1817, which reads as fol- 
lows: 


The committee have thought that the most effectual way of raising the mis- 
sionary zeal in America would be the formation of a Church missionary society in 
the Episcopal Church of the United States, which, however small in its beginnings, 
might ultimately so increase as to produce the most extensive good. Should the 
formation of an American Episcopal missionary society be accomplished, the Com- 
mittee of the Church Missionary Society authorize you to draw on me for the sum 


of £200, to encourage the contributions of the friends of the Episcopal Church and 
of Christianity at large. 


The first contribution made to this Church toward the organization of mis- 
sionary work was, therefore, from the Church Missionary Society of England. 
This generous gift was the cause of much rejoicing, and renewed the impetus of 
the Church in America toward carrying into effect the purpose to establish her 
own Missionary Society. 

It is with peculiar pleasure, therefore, that we review the work of the 
Church Missionary Society in its own fields of labor, and note what God hath 
wrought in the salvation of the heathen. 

The society reports that in Sierra Leone, where once misery and vice, and 
superstition, and a Babel of tongues made the effort at evangelization seem 
hopeless, there exists to-day a large colony of Christians with a self-supporting 
and all but independent Church. At Lagos, where forty years ago was the head- 
quarters of the West African slave trade, there is a flourishing native Christian 
community with two African assistant Bishops. On the Niger, also, may be 
found an almost entirely independent body of native Christians. Eighty years 
ago New Zealand was inhabited by cannibal savages of the worst type. To day 
the evangelization of that country is completed, it being almost entirely Chris- 
tian. The same may be said of the Indians in the older dioceses of Rupert’s Land 
where the Christian converts are numerous enough to form a separate Church, 
but are incorporated into one body with the Canadians. It has been the earn- 
est endeavor of the society to gather its converts into fully organized, self-sup- 
porting, self. governed, and self-extending native Churches. 

While this purpose has not as yet been fully accomplished, there have been 
great strides made in that direction, as the following clearly shows: In South 
India there are 101,000 native Christians, including catechumens, attached to 
the society’s missions, and of whom many are of the second, third, and fourth 
generations, who govern themselves to a considerable extent. In the two north- 
ern presidencies are 29,000 Christians on the rolls of those missions. 
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Forty years ago in Fuh Kien, in South China, there was not a single con- 
vert; to-day, through the indefatigable labors of Archdeacon Wolfe and other 
missionaries of the Church Missionary Society, there are 18,500 Chinese Chris- 
tians. In Japan forty years ago no Christian missionary was permitted to teach 
his religion in that country, and not until ten years later did the Church Mis- 
sionary Society send forth its first minister. The results so far show 4,170 con- 
verts and the establishment of a native Church that is rapidly tending toward 
self government. 

Iu British Columbia, where the society’s missionaries have labored for 
many years, while the showing is not as large as that in India or China, there 
is relatively a much greater result—heathenism is banished, few interior places 
still are to be evangelized, and whole tribes have been converted or brought 
under the control of the Gospel. The story of Uganda is wonderful. In 1893 
there were 1,150 converts. It is estimated that there are to-day over 15,000. In 
many other fields there have been fruits only less abundant than these. The 
total number of baptized converts and catechumens reported last year is 240,876. 
Add to that number the three generations of converts that have entered upon 
eternal life since the society began its labors, and some idea of what God hath 
-wrought may be gained. It will be impossible, however, to put in figures all 
the good that has been accomplished through the agencies of that society in 
the Foreign fields There have been other factors at work that have been poten- 
tial in the evangelization of the heathen—factors that cannot be tabulated, but 
only known and valued in the leavening process that is working out the salva- 
tion of the benighted heathen. We cannot but rejoice in these outward signs of 
successful labors, and congratulate the Church Missionary Society upon its great 
and noble achievements. May the next one hundred years show that the world 
has been won for Christ and His Church! 


BISHOP WHIPPLE AT THE C. M. S. CENTENARY. 

Ir will be remembered that at the meeting of January 10th the Right Rev. 
Dr. Henry Benjamin Whipple, Bishop of Minnesota, was requested to represent 
this Society at the centenary of the Church Missionary Society of England. 
We have great pleasure in presenting to our readers on following pages of this 
number the Bishop’s address, delivered in Exeter Hall, London. Indeed, it 
appears that it was delivered as two addresses, on April 12th and 18th, as ex- 
plained in the following note from him: 

The Church Missionary Society put me down for two addresses, and I divided 
what I had prepared; but the paper is the substance of both. It is worth crossing 
the Atlantic to hear in words which burn ‘‘what God hath wrought.” It has 
melted my heart to tenderness and blinded my eyes with tears.

A VALUABLE COMPENDIUM. _ 

Mr. Evennn Stock, the editorial secretary of the English Church Mis- 
sionary Society, has prepared a popular record of about two hundred pages of 
the organization from its beginning, and published it under the title, “‘One 
Hundred Years : Being a Short History of the Church Missionary Society.” 
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A more extended history in two volumes by the same author is to follow. 
In the smaller work the history of the Society is given by decades, and it is most 
inspiring to trace, as this volume does very rapidly, the progress of this great 
missionary organization and the extending of its missions until they almost 
compass the earth. The opening chapter is devoted to a survey of the world in 
the year 1799, and the almost utter neglect of the pagan and Mohammedan 
portions of it by professing Christians, 

The author gives the following interesting account of what had been done 
by the English Church in the Foreign missionary work in the seventeenth and 
eighteenth centuries : 

Has Christian Eugland—has the Reformed Church of England—done nothing 
at all? Not quite that; yet little enough. When the Elizabethan colony of Vir- 
ginia was to be founded, Sir Walter Raleigh gave one hundred pounds “for the 
propagation of the Christian religion in that settlement ”—the first missionary con- 
tribution in England. In 1622, Dr. John Donne, Dean of St. Paul’s, preached, in 
connection with the same colony, the first missionary sermon. The first genuine 
missionary, John Eliot, one of the Pilgrim Fathers, labored among the Red Indians, 
and translated the whole Bible into the Iroquois tongue. Under Cromwell’s aus- 
pices, the House of Commons established a missionary society, the ‘‘ Society for 
the Propagation of the Gospel in New England,” the first of three distinct associa- 
tions which have borne the initials ‘‘S. P.G.” The Restoration put an end to this 
scheme, but Robert Boyle revived it and formed a second ‘‘S. P. G.,” which ex- 
ists to this day under the name of the New England Company. In 1698, Parlia- 
ment ordered the East India Company—which had traded in India for a century— 
to provide chaplains for its employés who ‘‘ should apply themselves to learn the 
language of the country, the better to enable them to instruct the Gentoos (Gentiles 
or heathen) who should be servants of the company in the Protestant religion.” 

That year, 1698, marks an important epoch. It saw the establishment of the 
Society for Promoting Christian Knowledge ; and three years later, in 1701, was 
founded the Society for the Propagation of the Gospel in Foreign Parts, the third 
and permanent ‘‘S. P. G.”; both of them due to thezeal and energy of Dr. Thomas 
Bray. The ‘‘S. P. C. K.” was to provide Christian education and Christian litera- 
ture. The Society for the Propagation of the Gospel was to employ living agents, 
to sendclergymen to the colonies and dependencies of Great Britain: First, to min- 
ister to the settlers ; and secondly, to seek the conversion of the heathen, that is, 
the heathen within the British possessions. The expression ‘‘ Foreign Parts” did 
not at first mean more than that ; and soit came to pass that when the Danish and 
German missionaries in South India, first sent forth in 1705 by the King of Den- 
mark, had to be supported and eventually directed from England, it was the ‘“S. P. 
C. K.,” and not the ‘‘S. P. G.,” which undertook that important work—and it was 
only handed over to the ‘‘S. P. G.” in 1824, a century later The great mission- 
aries to the Tamil people, Schulze, Schwartz, Kohlhoff, Gerické, etc., were agents

Meanwhile the ‘‘S. P. G.” did a noble work among the Indians and Negroes 
of the American colonies—the present United States—one of its clergy for two years 
being the great John Wesley. It-also sent a fellow of Christ’s College, Cambridge, 
the Rev. T. Thompson, to the British trading-settlement on the Gold Coast of West 
Africa; and a Negro boy, baptized by the name of Philip Quaque and sent to Eng- 
land for education, was ultimately ordained as his successor. To the “S. P. G.,” 
therefore, belongs the honor of having sent the first missionary to Africa, and of 
having on its roll ‘‘the first of any non-European race since the Reformation to 
receive Anglican Orders.” 
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MID-DAY PRAYER. : 

Amonc the editorial notes of the Church Missionary Intelligencer for April, 
appears the following statement: 

We have more than once mentioned the Mid-day Prayer which has long been 
held by the Missionary Committee of the Protestant Episcopal Church of America 
at their gatherings, which, moreover, was introduced by Archbishop Benson to the 
notice of the Anglican Conference on Foreign Missions held in London in 1894, 
and which has since then been used by the Church Missionary Society at the 
monthly meeting of the general committee. It consists of three collects having 
reference to the texts recording our Saviour’s sufferings on the cross (‘‘at the sixth 
hour,” St. Mark xv., 33), the conversion of St. Paul (‘‘at mid-day,” Acts xxii, 6), and 
the call by vision to St. Peter (‘‘ about the sixth hour,” Acts x., 9). The Rev. E. F. 
E. Wigram, of the Punjab Mission, writes to us that he notices one omission in 
these collects—there is no prayer for the missionaries themselves. And he sug- 
gests that St. John iv., 6, be adopted as a fourth reference, while recognizing the un- 
certainty as to the mode of reckoning employed by St. John, though he adds that 
‘Call who have travelled under an Eastern sun will feel that there is a greater prob- 
ability in the day’s march having ended at mid-day than at sunset. He further 
suggests the following collect: 

‘‘O merciful Saviour, Who in Thy weariness didst not forego labor, and in 
Thy thirst didst give the water of life to the needy to drink; grant that Thy ser- 
vants who bear the burden and heat of the day may not be weary in well-doing, 
and though their outward man be decaying, yet let their inward man be renewed 


day by day, and make them true ambassadors on Thy behalf, for the glory of ae 
Holy Name. Amen.” 


AN UNFOUNDED STATEMENT. 

WE have been not a little amused by certain paragraphs that have appeared 
in the home papers on the subject of the proper rendering of the terms for the three 
orders of the Ministry in Chinese. 

It is calmly stated that in China the terms used to translate Bishop, Priest, and 
Deacon are Big Preacher, Little Preacher and Strong Word. It ought not to be 
necessary to deny such a silly statement as this, but the experience of many 
misunderstandings gives one reason to think that even the most extravagant sto- 
ries are believed about missions and missionaries, and that, therefore, it will be best 
to give this one a circumstantial denial. The facts are these. At theconference of 
the Bishops of China and Corea, held at Shanghai in 1897, the question was raised 
as to the best terms by which to translate the words Bishop, Priest, and Deacon, 
with a view to having the various missions of the English and American Churches 
adopt uniform names instead of using different ones. A committee was appointed 
to examine into the question and report to the next conference of the Bishops, to be 
held in the autumn of 1899, through their chairman, Bishop Moule. During the 
year 1898, a member of the Oatean mission, after Hee into the matter, printed 
his views in an anonymous pamphlet, onan: was circulated amongst the author's 
friends. There is no reason to suppose that he intended it to be published in the 


press, but a Copy found its way to the Church Times in London, and the editor _ 
wrote an editorial upon it, in which he referred to the danger that might occur - 


from the use of incorrect terms, and referred to somebody, who was a missionary 
somewhere, certainly not in China, and who had translated a Prayer |Book with 
Big and Little Preacher and Strong Word as the terms for the Holy Ministry. The 
editor then proceeded to give his ideas about the correct translation, though, unless 


he had been a student of the Chinese language, his remarks could hardly have had 
much valuein a question of thiskind, 
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So far as the Chinese Prayer Book is concerned, the terms at present in use are 
neither undignified nor inappropriate, and most of the missions use them with some 
small variations. Whether, abstractly considered, they are the best terms that can 
be devised, is, of course, a question that can be raised in this instance, as it can 
about any terms for anything in the world; but that they represent the names of 
the three orders not unworthily, and give satisfaction to a large majority of the 
clergy in China, both of the missionaries, who are conversant with the Chinese 
language, and of the Chinese clergy themselves, is the real state of the case. 

In translating the Prayer Book nothing could exceed the reverent and serupu- 
lous care that has always been used, and our versions have been made with the 
fullest co-operation of scholarly Chinese, who have weighed every sentence and 
every word.—The Church in China. 


BRIEF MENTION. 

THE rector, churchwardens, and vestrymen of St. Paul’s Church, Albany, New 
York, have presented to the Church Missions House for its library, a volume pre- 
pared by them as a memorial of the late Rev. J. Livingston Reese, D.D., and as ex- 
pressive of the deep affection cherished by them and all the members of the parish 
toward their departed friend, and, at one time, their beloved and highly esteemed 
rector. The book bears on its cover Dr. Reese’s name. The frontispiece is from an 
excellent photograph of the deceased, and the contents furnish tributes of high es- 
teem from the vestry and from the Bishop of Albany; an extract from the obituary 
published in this magazine; an account of the services at the funeral, and me- 
morial sermons delivered by the Rev. Dr. W. W. Battershall and the Rev. F. G. 
Jewett, Jr. 


THREE or four months ago we mentioned the renewal of his subscription to this 
magazine by one who began with the first number in 1836. We referred to Mr. 
Eli F. Rogers, of Branford, Connecticut, who closed his earthly life at midnight of 
February 16th in the eighty-ninth year of hisage.

ABSTRACT OF PROCEEDINGS OF THE BOARD OF MANAGERS 
AT ITS STATED MEETING, TUESDAY, APRIL 1ITH, 1899. 


—TueE Board of Managers met at the Church Missions House on Tuesday, 
April 11th. The following elected members were present: The Bishops of Al- 
bany (Vice-President, in the chair), Long Island, Pennsylvania, New Hampshire, 
Kentucky, New Jersey, Newark, New York, and Washington, and the Bishop- 
Coadjutor of Rhode Island; the Rev. Drs. Hoffman, Eccleston, Shipman, Hunt- 
ington, Applegate, Brown, Vibbert, Anstice, and Christian; and Messrs. Low, 
Mills, Whitlock, Chauncey, Thomas, Goodwin, Mansfield, and Thompson. The 
Bishop of Delaware, an ex-officio member, was also present. 
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——The chair announced that the Rev. J. B. Funsten had accepted his election 
to be Bishop of Boise and that he was to be consecrated in Trinity Church, Ports- 
mouth, Virginia, on the 27th of April. [Just as we were sending these pages to the 
press, Mr. Funsten wrote us that this service had beer deferred. ] 

—The Associate Secretary informed the Board that Bishop Whipple had sailed 
from New York on the first of April under his appointment to represent the Do- 
mestic and Foreign Missionary Society at the centennial of the Church Missionary 
Society in England, beginning April 12th. 

——The Rev. Reese F. Alsop, D.D., rector of St. Ann’s Church, Brooklyn, 
was elected to the office of General Secretary. 

——tThe Executive Committee of three Bishops reported that they had resolved 
to proceed at once to appoint, with the consent of the Bishops of the various dio- 
ceses, representative men to visit all the diocesan conventions; first, to appeal for 
a revival of interest in the general missionary work of the Church, and secondly, 
to arrange for the creation of a central committee in each diocese, to be the means 
of continuous communication between the Board of Managers and the Bishops and 
clergy of the dioceses. The Bishop of Chicago resigned his membership on the Ex- 
ecutive Committee because of inability to attend, and the Bishop of Pennsylvania 
was chosen in hisroom. It was furthermore 

“* Resolved : That the committee of three Bishops appointed to act during the 
vacancy in the office of General Secretary be continued until such time as, after 
conference between the said committee and the General Secretary, they may unite 
in recommending that the committee be discharged.” 

——tThe Treasurer reported that, deducting a single offering of $10,000, re- 
ceived early last year, with which there was nothing to compare this year, and 
allowing for three large collections received after April 1st, which for purposes 
of comparison should be included, there was a gain of $10,000 on ordinary con- 
tributions. (The appropriations have increased greatly, however, in the same 
time. ) 

——On the recommendation of the Joint Commission of the General Conven- 
tion on the Increased Responsibilities of the Church, the Rev. George B. Pratt, 
already in San Juan, was appointed a missionary of the Board to Porto Rico. The 
Commission stated that the reports of the Rev. Mr. Pratt were to the effect that he 
had been very warmly received by the English-speaking people, and that a Porto 
Rican had given him the use of a hall for the time being; that the attendance upon 
the services had been from sixty to eighty; that San Juan is by far the most im- 
portant point to occupy, and so forth. It was further stated by the Commission 
that Mr. Pratt is quite enthusiastic about the field and thinks that any intermission 
of the services even during the summer would be very undesirable. He finds a 
good many Church of England negroes in San Juan. The local expenses of the 
mission are likely to be met by the offerings of the people. Chaplain Brown, U.S.A. 
(formerly of ‘‘ Roosevelt’s Rough Riders”), expects to be ordered to Mayaguez, 
when he will begin Church services. The Rev. Dr. W. D. Powers, General Secre- 
tary of the American Church Missionary Society (recognized auxiliary), made re- 
port of the present status of the work in Cuba. [This is published beyond. ] 

——Information was at hand that the Rev. Wyllys Rede, pD.D., had been ap- 
pointed Archdeacon for Colored work in the Diocese of Georgia. [Later: the 
Bishop advises us that Dr. Rede has withdrawn his acceptance.] Seven of the 
Bishops having Domestic missionary work under their jurisdiction communicated 
with the Board with regard to matters of appropriations, appointments and sti- 
pends, and where requested the Board confirmed the Bishops’ action. Miss 8. 
Reagan and Miss ©. Brandon, nominated by the Bishop of Georgia, were appointed, 
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under the United Offering of the Woman’s Auxiliary, for missionary work in his 
diocese for three years, and a further appropriation was made to two of the students 
in the Church Training and Deaconess House, Philadelphia. Recent letters from 
the Bishop of Alaska and from two of his missionaries were submitted. The Bishop 
is hoping soon to make a new appointment for Juneau and expects to reeommend 
two or more women to take charge of the hospital at Skaguay, the latter to be sup- 
ported from the United Offering. 

——A letter was read from the Rev. Henry Forrester, reporting that under the 
recent action of the Board providing for his travelling expenses, which made it 
possible, he was now maturing plans for visits to the places where there are the 
largest number of English-speaking persons. 

—Letters were at hand from the Bishops of Haiti, Tokyo and Shanghai, and 
from several of the missionaries abroad. 

—tThe Auditing Committee reported that they had caused the books and ac- 
counts of the Treasurer to be examined to the first instant, and had certified the 
same to be correct. 


REPORT OF THE GENERAL SECRETARY OF THE AMERICAN 
CHURCH MISSIONARY SOCIETY. 
To the Board of Managers: 

THE General Secretary with pleasure reports that the receipts for the current 
year show a considerable increase over the receipts for the corresponding period of 
the fiscal year 1897-98, the increase amounting to $21,088.86, and he has every rea- 
son to believe and hope that this excess will be largely augmented before the close 
of the year on September Ist. 

The work in Brazil is being well done, with every assurance of satisfaction, 
and the work in Cuba has generated an impulse of generosity and interest that 
forecasts a happy result. I1f the Church will rise to a true conception of its provi- 
dential duty in Cuba, and do that duty, we shall probably bring about a result 
there never before seen in our missionary work. The people of the island every- 
where welcome the Church, and are doing all in their power to persuade us to 
their communities. The General Secretary has just returned from Cuba, and al- 
ways there he found the missionaries doing all in their power, and with the most 
satisfactory results, but unable to respond to the many, and almost pitiful, appeals 
of the people for spiritual help, and like appeals from the thousands of orphans for 
care. 

In Matanzas the Rev. Mr. Duarte has won the esteem and affection of the com- 
munity, has his chapel full at his services, and 230 children in his school. With 
him is associated Sefior Someillan and Miss Acosta, both doing admirable work. 
In Havana Dr. Neilson has finished that undertaken by him for the society and 
has now returned to this country. But the Rev. W. H. McGee is continuing the 
work and in a very acceptable way. He is evidently the man for the situation. 
Sefior Pefia, too, has done his full duty, and in a spirit of sacrifice that deserves 
praise. Here we should have the central home of our mission and an orphanage. 

Such indications of welcome and persuasion are seen that our opportunity and 
call is unmistakable. In Matanzas we are doing the utmost with our present 
means, and yet there isso much more todo. In Bolodron the people offer usa 
large lot with a stone wall surrounding it, and a subscription of twenty dollars a 
month if we will build them an orphanage and a chapel on it at a cost of $3,000. In 
El Roque the mayor of the town has offered us a vacated church if we will put a 
clergyman there. And like invitations come generally to us. We cannot yet ex- 
tend the work, for lack of means, but this necessary factor will, we trust, soon be 


~ 
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provided. To take the church in El Roque would be unwise. It would immedi- 
ately, in all probability, create a sentiment against us, which would be used to the 
full by the Roman Communion. 

Our opportunity is great on the island, but no greater than the need, and we 
pray God that the means necessary to grasp it may come. 

But the increase of the work in Brazil, made necessary by its very success, and 
the call to Cuba, make needful a very large increase in our receipts, much larger 


than is now shown. :

CHURCH WORK IN THE PHILIPPINES. 


WITHIN a few weeks now the Church will begin her first organized work in the 
Philippine islands, both for the army and for the natives. The Rev. Hugh Neth- 
escott and the Rev. James L. Smiley sailed from San Francisco on the transport 
carrying the 2ist Infantry to Manila on or about the 17th ultimo for Manila, 
accompanied by Mr. William Wilson, a layman of the Brotherhood of St. Andrew, 
and recently a Red Cross nurse for the soldiers. Orders for their transportation, 
through the intervention of the Bishop of Washington, was issued by the War De- 
partment. They request prayers for the party while on the sea. 

Already some two tons of books, stationery and supplies have been shipped for 
the use of these gentlemen in their great work. A large tent has been provided in 
which to hold services and administer the Sacraments. Small tents also for the use 
of the missionaries have been purchased. These three devoted men have sacrificed 
much to go away off to the other side of the world to ‘‘endure hardness”; to live 
among the soldiers of the army, help to take care of the sick and dying, and minister 
to the spiritual needs of our own “* boys in blue ”—our heroes. 

. Sufficient funds have been provided to make it seem safe to go ahead with this 
grand work, trusting that God will move the hearts of this people to give what may 
be needed to sustain and perpetuate the work and perhaps extend it to other places 
occupied by our troops. These men are sent forth under authority of the Presiding 
Bishop and are placed under the ecclesiastical jurisdiction of the Bishop of Wash- 
ington. 

They have fullest credentials from the National Government, and assurances 
of hearty approval from the President. Their first work will be for our own men 
in the army, who are now as sheep without a shepherd, but from the very start 
every effort will be made to reach and help the natives also. A considerable quan- 
tity of medicine is being carried out by the party for use among the natives. 
This is done because Chaplain Pierce, of the regular army, writes that he finds he 
can gain a strong hold upon large numbers of them in this way—he having re- 
cently in one month treated with simple remedies over 400 sick. 

Mr. John Howe Peyton, army secretary of the Brotherhood of St. Andrew, is 
also going out with this band of workers for the double purpose of organizing the 
Brotherhood among the soldiers and of ascertaining religious conditions, ete. in 
the islands. He is sent for this purpose by the committee of Bishops, Presbyters 
and laymen appointed by the General Convention to consider the increased respon- 
sibilities of the Church. Mr. Peyton will return and report after a stay of about 
three months in the islands. 


It is designed to take up, as soon as possible, a similar work among the troops 
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now in Cuba, and a clergyman having already volunteered to go, doubtless the 
necessary funds will be provided. It isa noble and glorious work, and one from 
which infinite good will result, if only it be carried on with manly persistence— 
trusting in God and teaching the Faith once for all delivered to the Holy Church. 


ADDRESS OF BISHOP WHIPPLE AT THE CENTENARY OF THE 
CHURCH MISSIONARY SOCIETY OF ENGLAND. 


RicHT REVEREND FATHERS AND BROTHERS IN CHRIST: 

I count it an honor that in this fortieth year of my episcopate, I bring to your 
venerable society the loving greetings of a sister Church. 

We rejoice in the record of your confessors and martyrs. We count as our 
own kinsfolk all those who, through your labors, have been led out of heathen 
darkness to the light and liberty of children of God. The names of your heroes 
and martyrs are household words in our homes. We are of one family, and be- 
lieve that God ‘‘ hath made of one blood all nations of men to dwell on the face of 
the earth”; that ‘‘ Jesus Christ died for all men”; that ‘there is none other Name 
under heaven given among men whereby we must be saved”; and we believe that 
in loving Christ, we must love all whom He loves. The providence of God is draw- 
ing our two nations together in bonds of affection that we may carry Christian civ- 
ilization to all the peoples on the face of the earth. 

When your society was formed, the heathen world lay in the shadow of death. 
The Christian Church was deaf to the cry of the perishing. It was the love of 
‘Christ which constrained your fathers to enter on the work of missions. The his- 
tory of your society was one of heroic faith and patience. There have been deferred 
hopes and blighted plans. Martyrs have died, and missions have been destroyed; 
but we rejoice that a great company have ‘‘come out of tribulation and washed 
their robes and made them white in the blood of the Lamb.” 

Long closed doors are now open, and to the remotest corners of the earth her- 
alds of the Gospel of Christ may go forth. The angels’ words are ringing in our 
ears, ‘‘ The kingdoms of this world are become the Kingdoms of our Lord and of 
His Christ, and He shall reign forever and ever.” 

Of the work of your society, I will only say, that the labors of your sons—An- 
derson, Horden, Machray and others—have been as a beacon-light to the standard- 
bearers of other fields. Tio my own heart, they have brought hope and courage in 
the darkest hours of our Indian missions. I will speak of the missions of the Church 
in the United States—the Church, which, at the close of the war of the Revolution, 
seemed a vine ready to perish. It had trained many sons like Washington and 
Jay; a majority of the signers of the Declaration of Independence had been bap- 
tized in the Church. But for 200 years the Church in America had no resident 
Bishop; none of her children had received Confirmation; none could be ordained 
without crossing the Atlantic. Our first Bishops were great-hearted men of God. 
In the words of our late Primate, the Church’s life was moulded by ‘‘the gentle 
steadfastness of Bishop Seabury, and the steadfast gentleness of Bishop White.” The 
Church awoke to a new life in 1811, by the watchword of Bishop Hobart—‘* Evan- 
gelical truth and Apostolic Order.” In 1835 our Domestic and Foreign Missionary 
Society was organized. It declared that every baptized man was a missionary.* It 
was a day of small things. The entire offerings for Domestic and Foreign Missions, 
for three years, were $37,000. In 1835, the Rev. Jackson Kemper, who had been the 
assistant minister of Bishop White,t was consecrated our first Missionary Bishop. 
~*The Society was)“ instituted in 1820, and fully organized by the General Convention . . . in the 


year_1835.”—Act of Incorporation. : 
+ At the date of his election Dr. Kemper was rector of St. Paul’s church, Norwalk, Connecticut.—Ep. 
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The great West was a wilderness. Bishop Kemper travelled from the head waters 
of the Mississippi to the Gulf of Mexico, and no one of our sons has been more 
abundant in labors. In 1898, the receipts of our Society for Domestic and Foreign 
Missions were $587,720; and we have in the Domestic field 1,126 missionaries, and 
in the Foreign field 518, under the care of eighty-five Bishops. 

The United States is receiving the peoples of divers nations to incorporate them 
into its citizenship. Christianity is represented in America by many different re- 
ligious bodies, each with its separate condition of Christian fellowship. Many of 
the early settlers of New England and the other colonies were educated in English 
universities. If the Church had possessed that charity which suffereth long and is 
kind, we should have been spared our sad divisions. It is grievous that they who 
have been baptized in the Name of the ever blessed Trinity, who look for salvation 
through the Atonement of Jesus Christ, who are renewed by the sanctifying influ- 
ences of the Holy Ghost, who desire to serve one God and Father, do not live in 
one household; and sadder still, when all admit that the hedges in the garden of 
the Lord are human opinions not necessary to salvation, while the truths in which 
all agree are contained in the creeds of the primitive Church. The things which 
separate Christians are not the questions which lie near the hearts of the people. 
The question is not whether they shall accept this or that form of faith, but whether 
they shall have any faith. Thousands are asking in doubt, and some in despair: 
“Ts there any guide? any revelation? Is therea God?” These are the questions 
which perplex men. They are questions which touch every want of sinning, suf- 
fering humanity. Men may doubt our arguments about an historical Church, and 
may even scoff at the Christ of history, but the living Christ, who dwells with us, 
speaks through us, works with us, none candeny. A divided Christianity cannot 
conquer the world. No human eirenicons can heal these differences. God can. 
Unity will come when Christian hearts are ready to receive it. When in the love 
of Christ we love all whom He loves, we shall be one. 

There is no problem of the Church in the United States greater than that of 
moulding these separate races of widely different religious antecedents in one 
brotherhood. Our hearts would fail if we did not know that in Christ there is 
neither Jew nor Greek, neither bond nor free, but all are one in Christ Jesus. In 
my diocese there is a city of 200,000 souls, of whom 50,000 areScandinavians. The 
office of a Bishop was not created by canon, and the oldest Church rubric is: ‘‘ Do 
all things unto edifying.” We ordained Swedish Priests, and permitted them to 
use the ritual of the Church of Sweden. Seven Swedish congregations have been 
organized. The last General Convention authorized the action of the Diocese of 
Minnesota. In one parish of the city of New York services are held in six lan- 
guages every Lord’s Day. The laity of the Church in the United States have a voice 
in all questions which affect the work of the Church. They have a representation 
in the parish, in the diocese, and in the national council of the Church. They are the 
conservative element of the Church, and sustain the clergy in all aggressive work. 

We believe that it is the mission of the Anglo-Catholic Church to heal the 
wounds of the Body of Christ, to hold up the olive branch of God’s peace and say, 
‘‘Sirs, ye are brethren.” 

The Church of the future will be an apostolic and historical Church. But 
there have been times when some of us have thought that the New Jerusalem com- 
ing down out of Heaven as a bride adorned for her husband, would represent our 
individual definitions of Christian doctrine. The re-united Church will hold the 
Faith once delivered to the saints ; its worship will symbolize this faith. It will 
concede to others the liberty which is our heritage. The services of the Church 
will be more beautiful, but the fair linen of the Lamb’s bride will be the righteous- 
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ness of the saints. Christ is in His Church, deepening her life and kindling in her 
children’s hearts a passionate love for humanity. We are sure, that out of all dif- 
ferences of opinion, there is to come a firmer grasp of the truth, and questions of 
ritual and methods of work will be settled in that oneness of love which binds us 
to Christ. 

Of much which causes unrest, we say with one of old, ‘‘ If this counsel or work 
be of men, it will come to nought; if it be of God ye cannot overthrow it, lest 
haply ye be found even to fight against God.” 

Year by year, love for our brother is deepening, and we are seeing in those — 
from whom we have differed traces of the image of Christ. Storms will come. 
Christ’s presence in the ship did not prevent the storm, but at its height He quelled 
it. It is the love of Christ which is drawing us nearer to each other, and awaken- 
ing in our hearts missionary zeal. 

The strength of the Bishops of the Church in the United States is in the father- 
hood of their office. The best Bishop is the best father. Pardon me for saying that 
I believe that in no branch of the Church is the Bishop more honored than in the 
Church in the United States. Itis a matter of gratitude to God that in the forty 
years of my episcopate, not one of my clergy has disobeyed the godly advice of his 
Bishop. There are few hearts that cannot be moved by the love of Christ and the 
story of perishing souls, to avoid that strife which will wound the Saviour in the 
house of His friends. Never in the world's history have graver problems con- 
fronted the Church: The envy and hatred between class and class; the destitution 
and sorrow of the poor, the thousands in Christian lands to whom God is but a- 
name andthe Bibleamyth. Eight hundred millions of men who have never heard 
that there is aSaviour! For the Church at such a time to be wrangling over cere- 
monials, is a sight to make angels weep. Tar better to say with St. Paul, ‘‘Some 
preach Christ of envy and strife. I rejoice, yea, I will rejoice that Christ is preached 
in any wise.” 

I wish I could picture to you the services of our Missionary Bishops; of our 
Bishop Rowe travelling over the ice fields of Alaska to carry the Gospel to the 
miners of the Klondike, and to the Indians in those vast solitudes which border on 
the jurisdiction of your great-hearted Bishop Bompas; of Bishops whose cathedrals 
are found in the border school-house, the cattle ranch, and the tépée of the Indian. 
Thank God, the Apostles are living with us still! 

To no one agency are our Bishops more deeply indebted than to the Woman’s 
Auxiliary to the Board of Missions. Their offering at our last triennial convention 
was $82,000, and of many of the free-will offerings of these Daughters of the Cross, 
we can say, ‘‘She hath done what she could.” 

I have not time to tell you of our missions abroad, like yours to carry the 
Gospel of the Son of God to the perishing; we have with you our record of con- 
fessors for Christ—we rejoice with you in the souls gathering into His Kingdom. 
The names of Boone, Payne, Auer and other missionary heroes are our choicest 
treasures; we are beginning to feel the new life from our Incarnate God, and 
many can say with the Apostle, ‘‘ Woe is me if I preach not the Gospel of 
Christ.” 

In 1863, four millions of slaves were made American citizens. Slavery was a 
strange anomaly in a republic. It was our colonial inheritance. One of the 
charges in the original Declaration of Independence was, “The King has used his 
veto power to prevent the abolition of the traffic in human beings.” We can say of 
slavery as Joseph said to his brethren, ‘‘ Ye meant it for evil, God overruled it for 
good.” During the days of slavery, masters and slaves attended the same church; 
but with freedom they drifted apart, and a religion crept in known as “‘ Plantation 
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religion,” half Christian and half fetish. A race of political huxters used the freed- 
men for political ends, and for a time the future seemed dark. But Southern men 
began to realize their responsibility. Missions were established, public schools were 
opened, and to-day there are 1,460,000 black children in free schools. Since 1870, 
the sixteen Southern States have expended one hundred millions of dollars for the 
education of this black race. This problem and many others will be solved by the 
Gospel of Jesus Christ. Never have there been so many signs that ‘‘ Ethiopia shall 
stretch out her hands unto God.” 

May I say a few words of the brown children of our Father for whom I have 
been permitted to work ? Our Anglo-Saxon race is not over kind to these brown 
races. Ahab had no good word for Naboth whose vineyard he had taken. Too 
often, like some of our New England fathers, we speak of them as the Hivites and 
Jebusites who are to be driven out before the saints of the Lord. But light has 
come from the darkness of those early days of my labors when I was confronted by 
every form of trial and discouragement. Where, forty years ago, the prairies and 
the forests of the Northwest rang with the war-whoop, and the soil ran red with the 
carnage of bloodshed between the white man and the painted savages whom he had 
brought to a depth of degradation unknown to their heathen fathers, by the broken 
faith of centuries, the deadly fire- water and evil example, may now beseen, God be 
praised, churches filled with redeemed Red men, sitting at the feet of their Master, 
the Bread of Life broken to them by their own clergymen—full-blooded Indians 
whose lives are hid with Christ. 

While the difference between our Indian affairs now and forty years ago is as 
the difference between midnight and the dawn of morning, it is simply the begin- 
ning among these men of savage blood. They need the help of God and man as 
much as the civilized heathen who fill places high and low throughout our land. 
But God’s Spirit is moving over the darkness. ‘‘ They that dwell in the land of the 
shadow of death have seen a great Light.” 

In 1897, out of 250,000 Indians, not including Alaska, there were 23,574 com- 
municants of churches; 38,681 who could read; 23,000 children in schools. There 
were fourteen Indians killed by Indians, and forty-four killed by whites; there were 
268 more births than deaths; 348,218 acres of land were cultivated by Indians; 
1,716,918 bushels of grain were raised by them, and the value of products sold by 
Indians was $1,033,047. 

There has been no failure in missions. Work for Christ never fails. Was it 
failure when those great souls, whose names are written on our hearts, laid down 
their lives in heathen lands? They are the record of victories won! The only 
failure is when a Christian nation would give heathen-folk civilization without 
Christ. 

The greatest missionary the world has known is Jesus Christ, who came to re- 
deem a world darkened by sin and death. All that the infinite love of God could 
do for His suffering children was done when He gave Himself for them. The only 
perfect knowledge of God possible for man is to look into the face of Jesus Christ 
whose love, whose pity, whose tenderness, whose hopefulness, whose helpfulness. 
were the earthly revelation of God, who is Love. It is not possible that this love 
can fill our hearts unless we love those whom He loves. The nearer we get to 
Christ, the deeper will be our love for missions. If Christ is the Head of the 
Church, the Church is bound above all else to be a working, missionary Church. 
Unless it is that, although her Orders may be perfect, her ritual beautiful, like the 
Church of Sardis it may be said of her: ‘Thou hast a name that thou livest. and 
art dead.” If God is Love, and in Christ we are His children, the Church must be 
in deed and in truth a catholic Church; narrowness, bitterness, strife are acts of 
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treason against her life. The Church, like Christ, must be the centre of great- 
hearted love and hopefulness and helpfulness for humanity. 

Brothers, we shall find the cure for all schisms in consecrated lives banded 
together for the world’s redemption. In grappling for our brother’s life there 
ee no time to quarrel over shibboleths which many a poor soul cannot 
speak. ; 

All prophecy foretells that, in the last days, every form of unbelief and ungod- 
liness will be united against the Kingdom of Christ. And prophecy also tells us of 
a time when Christian hearts shall fiow together, when it shall be again true of the 
heralds of the Cross, that they shall know nothing but Christ crucified. ‘“ They 
that be wise shall shine as the brightness of the firmament, and they that turn many 
to righteousness as the stars forever and ever.” 


EASTER OFFERINGS. 
To the Editor of Tae Spirit oF Missions: 


I HAVE just received a letter from one of my old Utah boys—who grew up in 
our Salt Lake school—and is now a clergyman in the Missionary District of Sacra- 
mento and in the state of Nevada. 

It gives expression to the views I have always endeavored to hold firmly and 
to teach urgently. That is, that we should not at Easter make our offerings to 
God, and then turn them in to the replenishing of our own parochial pockets. I 
would not say but that sometimes.a pressing parochial enlargement or improve- 
ment ought rightfully to receive the Easter offerings. But how sadly out of place 
it is to save in Lent, and then at Easter to use the fruits of self-denial in repairing 
or bettering our own selfish parochial position. The unseemliness and inglorious- 
ness of all this has, from the first of my ministry, impressed itself upon me, and it 
has always been my practice, where I could have the say, to devote the Easter of- 
fering to missions. You can well understand then how the following letter of one 
of my ‘‘ boys” touches and pleases me: 

**Now, then, my dear old Bishop, I want to gladden your heart by telling you 
what one of your boys was able to send to missions Tuesday after Easter. For For- 
eign Missions, $21.10; General (Sunday-school offering), $97.50; Domestic, $115.85. 
I have never let an Haster go by in the twenty-one years of my ministry without 
the offerings being sent to missions; and [ don’t know any better way of showing 
myself a ‘ Bishop Tuttle’s boy’ than just that way.” 

If it will do any good to print the above in THE SpirRiT or Missions, that people 
may think of the monstrous absurdity, from a sound Church view, of turning 
Easter offerings in to the benefit of parochial objects, save for exceptionally grave 
reasons, please so print.

A SMALL ONE SHALL BECOME A STRONG NATION. 


To the Editor of THE Spirit OF MISSIONS: 


CoNSIDERING the new interest aroused in the state of religion in the West In- 
dies, and the possible work of our Church therein, it may be that many would like 
to know something of the origin of such a mission in the island of Cuba, and of 
the efforts of the Society to which it is due. ; 

In 1882 the Female Bible Society of Philadelphia began the distribution of 
Bibles in the island, and so much interest was manifested in the new teaching that 
it excited the disapprobation of the Priests, who ordered the books burned. Mr. 
Duarte, of Matanzas, had been a colporteur of the Bible Society, and as such be- 
came fully aware of the unusual opportunities for successful evangelical work in 
his native land. While he was so engaged he was arrested, and his appeal to the 
Spanish government at Madrid resulted in a proclamation from the King of Spain 
allowing Protestant teachers, and granting toleration for ‘‘meetings held by the 
entitled Christian missionary, and also every analogous case.” 

The late Bishop Young, of Florida, visited Matanzas in 1884, and there, and in 
other parts of Cuba, there were numerous confirmations, but the work failed for 
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want of proper support. It will be remembered that Bishop Young was occupied 
in soliciting subscriptions at the time of his death in 1885, _ ! 

Mr. Duarte came to Philadelphia, pursued his theological studies, and was or- 
dained by Bishop Stevens, who, in 1886, endorsed him in the following words: 
‘‘The royal permission to hold religious meetings other than those held by the 
Church of Rome; the consent of the government for the purchase of a lot for a 
Protestant cemetery, and the passage by the Council of State of the civil marriage 
act have quite changed the aspect of the field, and to the Rev. Mr. Duarte is largely 
due the honor of securing these results. In addition to this he has done an excel- 
lent spiritual work, which gives promise of abundant fruit.” ; 

After his ordination, Mr. Duarte returned to Matanzas to work among his own 
townspeople. The Board of Missions was applied to for a support for the work, 
but, being unable to give it at that time, promised to consider the matter in the 
future, if the mission could be kept up for awhile by private subscription. On 
March 23d, 1886, a meeting was held in Philadelphia in a private house, the Rev. 
Dr. Richard Newton presiding, and an organization formed called the *‘ Ladies’ 
Cuban Guild of Philadelphia.” Thus was Mr. Duarte’s work established on a per- 
manent basis. 

For nearly two years the guild kept open the door of that mission. One great 
drawback to the success of the work was the lack of a cemetery which should be 
free from the control of the Roman Catholic Church, as no burials were allowed to 
Protestants, except under the most revolting conditions. This state of things ap- 
pealed to the heart of a most generous contributor to the guild, who, in 1¢87, gave 
$400 for the purchase of a lot, which was secured the same year. In 1892 she again 
gave $400 for additional ground, that amount being still in the hands of the Amer- 
ican Church Missionary Society, as the opening of the rebellion against Spain pre- 
vented further action at the time. The use of the original lot as a cemetery was de- 
layed by the stringent rules requiring an enclosing stone wall, worth at least $3,000, 
including an elaborate entrance. For this purpose the guild has received many 
gifts, but not enough to carry out its purpose. If the secularization of the ceme- 
tery is confirmed, that money will be put to other uses. 

In April, 1888, the American Church Missionary Society assumed the entire 
charge of the mission, although it had assisted the guild several times during the 
preceding year. Since then the guild has been happy to continue its work as an 
auxiliary force. : 

As long as Mr. Duarte stayed in Matanzas the guild confined its work to that 
city, where he had two churches and a school, but interest was felt about Havana, 
where a mission had been established, partly under the control of Mr. Duarte and 
partly under that of the Rev. Mr. Moreno, alsoa Cuban. At one time the work 
there had the valuable assistance of the Rev. Mr. Mellen, from the Diocese of 
Western New York, and it seemed as if its borders were about to be enlarged under 
the charge of such an earnest, consecrated worker. Such expectations, however, 
were disappointed, for, just as he was thoroughly equipped for work, he was obliged 
to retire from that field of labor. As a consequence of an attempt to remain at his 
post during the summer, he contracted the yellow fever, and on his recovery found 
his health too much impaired to continue his work in Cuba. 

When the insurrection broke out, Mr. Duarte was obliged to flee to Tampa, 
where he has spent several years at work among his fellow refugees. Mr. Moreno 
also left, and our only representative for three years has been Mr. Peiia, a lay- 
reader, who has faithfully continued services in Havana, so keeping the small fire 
alight until better times. 

_ The Cuban Guild has been happy to have contributed to this work the follow- 
ing amounts: $1,575 for salary, $30 toward a school and $400 for the cemetery lot 
before mentioned; the Church Missionary Society took charge of the work. Since 
that time it has expended $1,950 toward the purchase of the Missions House in Ma- 
tanzas, $300 for the alterations thereof, $400 for an additional cemetery lot, $1,200 
for salaries, $175 for Mr. Duarte’s return to Mantanzas in 1899, besides sending to 
‘Mr. Duarte personally a box worth $50 and one to his mission worth $100.

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MISSIONARY DISTRICT OF ASHEVILLE. 


STATEMENT OF THE WORK. 

THE first Missionary Bishop of Ashe- 
ville was consecrated on The Innocents’ 
Day, December 28th, 1898. The field 
covered by the district, however, has 
been considered the peculiarly mission- 
ary portion of the Diocese of North 
Carolina, from the time the first 
Bishop — Dr. Ravenscroft — took charge 
of the diocese. He and his successors 
all seemed to feel a special interest 
in the mountains of western North 
Carolina. Bishop Lyman, who had 
travelled much in many countries, con- 
sidered the mountain districts of North 
Carolina as among the most attractive in 
all the world. The native element of 
these mountains is a distinct class, and 
many have an excellent ancestral heri- 
tage. We are commissioned to reach 
these people, and to carry the Gospel to 
them. To do this, we are compelled to 
ask for aid from without the district: 

The two main ridges of mountains 
crossing this part of North Carolina send 
out numerous spurs, which divide the 
country up into small valleys and 
coves, thus making a large number of 
small settlements of two or three hun- 
dred people, whose natural isolation ac- 
counts, in great measure, for the present 
condition of things here. Such small 
settlements cannot afford to hire teach- 
ers; for the people have very little 
money—they live mostly by barter—and 
the schools afforded by the State are 
open on an average hardly three months 
in the year, and are correspondingly 
inefficient; and this again accounts for 
the vast number of these people who 
grow up unable to read and write. 

SCHOOLS IN OPERATION. 

Experience has taught us that the best 


way effectively to reach these people is 
by means of small parochial schools. 
We have already several such schools, 
which show gratifying and encouraging 
results. At Micadale, for instance, under 
the Rev. Frederick W. Wey, we have 
had a school for four years. The settle- 
ment has some three hundred people. 
Four years ago the Sunday-school had 
an average daily attendance of about 
twenty-five. On the roll now are 130 
names, with an average attendance of 
nearly one hundred. The day-school has 
an average daily attendance of sixty. 
Within the four years about fifty persons 
have been confirmed and as many more 
baptized. Since last fall an industrial 
department for girls has been added to 
the school, and the girls have taken 
much interest in the sewing, cooking and 
general domestic work taught them. 
The moral tone of the whole community 
is greatly improved. The children who 
have attended this school for four years 
show such improvement in general ap- 
pearance and bearing as to call forth 
special remark. Miss Butler, a dea- 
coness, is in charge of this school, assisted 
by Miss Eichbaum. We have a school 
building there of three rooms, a dwelling 
for our deaconess and her assistant, and 
a pretty little chapel. At first there was 
much opposition to the work; there are 
instances where parents forbade their 
children to enter the Sunday-school or 
day-school grounds, who now not only 
send their children to both schools, but 
have themselves become communicants. 
Similar results may be seen at Sylva, 
where our missionary has received notice 
that twelve or fourteen children are now 
awaiting his visit to be baptized. At 
Waynesville, there is an excellent open- 
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ing, where there is a rich harvest for us 
as soon as we have money to start a 
suitable school and put a deaconess in 
charge. 

The work in and around Morganton, 
under the Rev. Churchill Satterlee, is 
equally encouraging. Mr. Satterlee has 
two deaconesses working under him, and 
six or seven lay-readers and catechists, 
with excellent results. The work near 
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Lincolnton under the Rev. Dr. Wet- 
more, is also encouraging. 

At Valle Crucis we have a lay-reader, 
who is a candidate for Orders. He is 
now superintending the putting up of a 
new school-house. The school there is 
in charge of two ladies under his direc- 
tion. ;

PROGRESS IN SOUTHERN FLORIDA. 


Iv is a striking fact that, although the 
last few years have been years of disaster, 
agriculturally and financially, they have 
been years of remarkable progress of the 
Lord’s work in this part of the vineyard. 

The number of clergymen actually at 
work in Southern Florida has been 
doubled within the six years last past. 
The number of congregations has grown 
from fifty-six to eighty-one, while the 
Bishop, in his round over the nearly 
40,000 square miles, visits more than 100 
places for services and labors of different 
kinds. The last report of the committee 
on the state of the Church shows that 
we have nearly 6,000 persons in Southern 
Florida connected with the Church by 
baptism, and the communicants have 
grown from 1,912 to 2,777. We have 
built twenty-seven mission churches, and 
five more will probably be built this year. 
Surely we may ‘‘thank God and take 
courage.” 

I would also call attention to the fact 
that the same lady whose munificence 
enabled me to build the beautiful church 
at Punta Gorda has recently given me 
the money to place a nice rectory near 
the church, and the Priest-in-charge with 
his family are living in it. Two gentle- 


men are, at this time, enabling me to 
build a memorial church and rectory at 
St. Petersburg, which will have cost, 
when complete, between $5,000 and $7,000. 

My heart goes out in thanksgiving to 
Almighty God, when I behold what good 
He has enabled our Church Home and 
hospital to accomplish. We have at last 
secured ample ground for the develop- 
ment of the work, making a piece 350x 
450 feet, with five cottages on the same, 
and all is paid for. The latest reports 
show rather a wonderful amount of good 
work done, notwithstanding our slender 
resources, and commendation is expressed 
by many beneficiaries and warm friends 
outside our own household of faith. For 
all His mercies and blessings, God’s 
Holy Name be praised ! 

My work is steadily on the increase, 
and my late visitations on the east coast 
alone involved an absence from home 
of nearly two months, which was spent in 
almost daily services and visitations. . .. 

In closing, I will say that I need the 
help of the Woman’s Auxiliary, Juniors 
and Babies, as never before.

EASTER IN THE CHOCTAW MINING CAMPS. 


WE have received during the last few 
days, from friends in the East, many of 
them unknown to us, so many kind let- 
ters, so many expressions of interest in 
our work and so many missionary boxes, 
that we feel an account of how Haster 
was spent in these camps may not be 
without interest to your readers. It has 


been a season of very real joy to all, and 
to none more than to the missionary and 
his two faithful co-laborers, Miss Giles 
and Miss Biller. This fact was owing 
in a great measure to the earnest way in 
which Lent was observed by our little 
bands of Church people: especially was 
this the case in Coalgate, where the 
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Lenten services were most faithfully at- 
tended and where all were benefited by 
the solemn season. Imagine the joy that 
it was to the missionary to hear one com- 
municant say on Easter-Even: ‘‘I wish 
Lent were only just beginning instead of 
ending”; and another, ‘‘I never knew 
before what Lent meant.”’ 

The first Easter service was held at 
Lehigh on Easter-Even at four o’clock, 
when ten infants received Holy Baptism. 
The little church of St. Andrew was 
prettily decorated with wild flowers and 
the altar beautified by a new, embroid- 
ered felt frontal. There is no font in this 
field, but one was improvised by so sur- 
rounding a glass bowl with flowers that 
it was entirely hidden from sight, and 
the water seemed to be taken from the 
flowers. 

After this service, we went to Coal- 
gate, where we had a devotional service 
in preparation for the Easter Communion. 
At the same time an adult was baptized. 
The writer spent the night as the guest 
of the local Indian policeman and the 
next morning officiated at the first early 
celebration of the Holy Communion ever 
held in Coalgate. Ten received the Sac- 
rament at that time; and it is pleasant to 
add that, with one or two exceptions, all 
the communicants of the mission re- 
ceived during the octave. The mission- 
aries then hastened back to Lehigh, ar- 
riving in time for Sunday-school. At 
eleven o’clock the principal EKaster ser- 
vice, consisting of Morning Prayer and 
Holy Communion, was held. The sim- 
‘ ple music was beautifully rendered by 

the faithful little choir. There being no 
- sermon, the service was one of worship 
and Communion only, and it was marked 
by intense fervor and reverence. 

In the afternoon, the missionaries again 
journeyed to Coalgate, and on this trip 
were accompanied by the teachers and 
children of the Lehigh Sunday-school, in 
wagons and hacks, who joined with their 
little Coalgate friends in their Easter fes- 
tival. The little ones of the combined 
Sunday-schools, over one hundred strong, 
marched into the church, each one, on 
reaching his place, reverently falling on 
his knees for silent prayer—an example 
and also a rebuke to the many adults 
present. It was a sound to gladden the 
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heart and never to be forgotten when the 
little voices broke forth in the glorious 
Easter hymn, ‘‘ Jesus Christ is risen to- 
day.” The singing was crude, the tone 
perhaps not such as would have met the 
approbation of a New York choirmaster ; 
but it was very reverent, very hearty 
and very joyful. After ashort form of 
Evening Prayer, with the baptismal 
office, the children were catechized on 
the events of the first Easter. A good- 
natured rivalry was shown between 
the two schools, each trying to answer, 
before the other, the question put. The 
accuracy. and spontaneity with which 
all the questions were answered showed 
the thoroughness of the work of the (too 
few) teachers. After the children had 
presented their Lenten pyramids and 
their service was brought to an end, they 
were taken to a near by school-house, 
where they received eggs, cards, flower 
seeds and candy. The return to Lehigh 
was made in the face of one of those 
wind storms which are so common in the 
territory and which make driving across 
the prairie so unpleasant. 

The last service of the day was held at 
Lehigh, and consisted of choral Even- 
songandsermon. The church was filled 
and the service was as impressive as were 
the preceding ones. The three mission- 
aries went to their rest that night tired 
out, but with a sense of deep joy, increas- 
ing encouragement, and with heartfelt 
thanks to Almighty God for all His mer- 
cies. 

Between the Fifth Sunday in Lent and 
the First Sunday after Easter, seventeen 
persons were baptized in this field, all but 
one having been brought to the Sacra- 
ment by our women-workers and Miss 
Pettes, a St. Louis lady who has been or- 
ganist at Lehigh for several years, but 
who returned home last week. 

While Eastertide has thus been a time 
of great joy within the church, it has not 
been without its trials, for all the miners . 
in the Indian Territory are out on strike 
—a cause of great distress to all who live 
in the camps. At both Lehigh and Coal- 
gate, offerings and subscriptions have 
fallen off very much, and as a result, the 
work, which calls for financial expendi- 
ture, such as enlarging the church, etce., 
has been necessarily given up. In an- 
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other way are we affected by the strike. 
Because the miners refuse to work, the 
coal company is obliged to get coal by 
the process of ‘‘ stripping,” 7. e., by tak- 
ing the earth from on top of the coal and 
then blasting it out This is naturally 
done where the vein is nearest the surface, 
and that point happens to be immediate- 
ly behind and within a few feet of the 
rectory. The company leases from the 
Choctaw nation all the Jand which con- 
tains coal, and all persons dwelling upon 
such land do so only by sufferance, and 
have no rights which need be respected. 
The company has lately, without any no- 
tice, blown down the rectory fence, de- 
molished the buggy shed, hurled coal 
and dirt into the yard, and in every way 
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made the rectory a most undesirable 
dwelling. We fear it will be absolutely 
necessary to move the house, and we are 
now wondering where the $100 which 
will be required is to come from. 

It is partly owing to the strike that the 
free club for miners, in which so many 
friends in the East have shown so kindly 
an interest, has been closed for the sum- 
mer. Wesincerely hope and pray that 
the strike may be speedily terminated, 
and, in the mean time, we are devoutly 
thankful that,so far as we can judge, our 
people have not allowed the distressing 
circumstances in any way to interfere 
with their Christian loyalty.

MISSONARY INTELLIGENCE. 


Botset.—The Rey. James Stoddard, of 
Green River, Wyoming, reports that a 
great increase of interest is manifest in 
St. John’s Church. The congregations 
are much larger than they have been for 
years. He has married nine couples the 
past four months, officiated at six fun- 
erals, and had eleven baptisms there and 
at his other stations. In Kemmerer he 
has secured a lot for a church building 
worth $300, and obtained pledges toward 
a building fund of $250. At arecent vis- 
itation he baptized seven children. On 
Easter Day the offerings at Green River 
amounted to $20, and paid the interest 
on the church debt. The children gave 
for Domestic Missions $5.80. Your mis- 
sionary has recently been elected chap- 
lain of the Sweetwater county jail at 
Green River. 


The Rev. Sherman Coolidge, of Sho- 
shone agency, reports that the bells 
which he obtained while East last win- 
ter ring out every Sunday to call the 
faithful tegether, to awaken the pagan, 
and to prick the conscience of the indif- 
ferent members, and the sceptics. He 
also states that he secured funds enough 
with which to buy planks fer the floor of 
the mission church among the Arapa- 
hoes. New pews and an organ have 
also been contributed. A beautiful paten 
and chalice have been donated by the 


Altar Society of the Church of the 
Transfiguration, New York city. An 
army physician stationed at the agency 
gave a lectern in memory of his brother. 
When everything is in order, this little 
log chapel will be a rose in a desert of 
rude log cabins and mud roofs. 


Kansas.—Bishop Millspaugh writes: 
“The Board’s apportionment goes very far. 
I could not accomplish nearly what I do 
in this immense field, with no cities and 
but few large towns, were it not for the 
goodness of the Board. I would like 
more, but I have no right to ask, when 
there are so many demands elsewhere. 
None of the general Board money is given 
to any one place, and the $150 stipend is 
assigned to help out ina circuit of several 
places, and sometimes all of it is spent in 
transportation, and the missionary lives 
on what he getsfrom the people. Notone 
of the missionaries has a salary all told 
of $800, except the general missionary, 
and he has just that. I feel that your 
Board has no better band of missionaries 
than those in the Diocese of Kansas. 
God bless them and the Board!” 


LARAMIE.—The Rev. John M. Johnston 
reports that he has recently visited 
Dixon, Wyoming, with the view of es- 
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tablishing a mission there. The ground, 
so to speak, is virgin soil, the camping- 
ground of numerous bands of Western 
desperadoes. There isa devout layman 
of the Church living in that community, 
however, who is making strenuous ef- 
forts toredeem the place. He has opened 
several Sunday-schools and established 
a Church service. The population is 
made up of people from all parts of the 
United States, England, Mexico, etc. 
The younger generations growing up 
here are in a deplorable condition of ig- 
norance. Speaking of them, Mr. Kane, 
the layman, says that in trying to teach 
them some of the fundamental truths of 
our religion, he was made to think of 
the early beginnings of missionary work 
among the Zulus. 

‘*This condition is terrible to think of. 
It is entirely owing to help rendered by 
your Society that this Church is the first 
and only religious body in this new 
field, trying to bring about better condi- 
tions. The place is eighty miles from 
the nearest railroad point, and is reached 
by stage after a trying journey over the 
most desolate country in America.” 


Montana.—The Rev. Joseph J. Bowker, 
of Centreville, Butte, reports his services 
well attended. Since the opening of the 
church in December, twenty-five persons 
have been baptized. On Sunday, Febru- 
ary 19th, the Bishop confirmed a class of 
nineteen. The church is built to supply 
the needs of the Cornish miners in Cen- 
treville and Walkerville, two adjacent 
camps near Butte, and over 6,100 feet 
above the sea level. There are at least 
300 families belonging to the Church 
among these miners. Many of them 
have been confirmed years ago by the 
late Archbishop Benson, when Bishop of 
Truro, and.others by the present Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury, while Bishop of 
the same diocese. The two camps are 
made up almost entirely of Irish and 
Cornish people. 

The Rev. George Stewart, who has 
under his charge six stations in the Bitter 
Root Valley, reports that he has under 
way the erection of a new church, at a 
cost of about $3,000, which will prob- 
ably all be met at the time of the comple- 
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tion of the building. This is the fifth 
church edifice that Mr. Stewart has been 
instrumental in erecting. 


OKLAHOMA AND INDIAN TERRITORY.— 
Services in Durant are now being held 
once a month by the nearest missionary, 
who is stationed at Lehigh, more than 
forty miles away. There are only three 
communicants, but they are very earnest, 
and are anxious to build a church at 
once. At present the services are held 
by the courtesy of the pastor in the Meth- 
odist house of worship. 


OrEGON.—The Rev. Isaac Dawson, 
missionary at Rogue River Valley, and 
having under his special charge the mis- 
sions at Ashland, Medford, Jacksonville, 
and Woodville, reports that the work on 
the whole is encouraging. ‘‘In all this 
valley,” he writes, ‘‘I am the only 
clergyman of the Church, while there 
must be at least thirty ministers of other 
Christian bodies. There is no clergyman 
of the Church within 100 miles of me, 
and I seldom see the face of one except 
when I happen to meet one passing 
through on the train. After three years 
of isolation it becomes very monotonous. 
Eastern friends, however, are always 


ready to help and tosympathize with the - 


pioneer at his distant outpost, and I ap- 
preciate greatly the tokens of sympathy 
they send me from time to time, espe- 
cially the Church Periodical Club litera- 
ture. Recently one of my missions, 
Trinity, Ashland, received a beautiful 
brass altar cross from Mrs. D. E. Wil- 
liams, in memory of her mother, the 
late Mrs. J. Vaughan Merrick, of Penn- 
sylvania. The pews in the church are 
also a memorial of the same estimable 
lady.” 


SACRAMENTO.—The Rev. B. D. Sin- 
clair, of Yreka, reports hopefully of the 
work in his several missions. There has 
been a growing interest in them all, ex- 
cept the mission at Dunsmuir, which has 
suffered from removals. He writes: ‘‘A 
gratifying future is before us allin the 
consecration of our new Bishop, the 
Right Rev. W. H. Moreland, who seems 
to have infused new life and activity 
into every branch of the work.”

ANNOUNCEMENTS. 


Africa.—Another of the veterans of 
the African Mission has passed away, 
Mrs. Elizabeth R. Savage (neé Ruther- 
ford), who was appointed missionary 
teacher in 1844, and who subsequently 
married the Rey. Dr. Savage, the first 
white missionary to Liberia. She was 
born in Bridgetown, Barbadoes, on 
Easter Day, April 
6th, 1817, and died 
in New York city, 
Wednesday in Holy 
Week, March 29th, 
1899; having nearly 
completed her eigh- 
ty-second year. The 
services at her fune- 
ral were held at St. 
Margaret’s Church, 
Staatsburg, New 
York, and the inter- 
ment took place in 
the Rhinebeck cem- 
etery on Haster 
Monday. 

——At the Stated 
Meeting on March 
14th, acting for the 
Bishop of Cape Pal- 
mas, the Board of 
Managers appointed 
the Rev. Robert Hope, D.D., of Steelton, 
Diocese of Central Pennsylvania, as mis- 
sionary to Africa, to be stationed at Cape 
Mount. Upon his acceptance the ap- 
pointment took effect March 21st. The 
Board rejoices that this long standing 
necessity for a Priest at that station has 
now been provided for. 

China.—At the stated meeting on 
April 11th, the Board confirmed the ap- 
pointment by the Bishop of Shanghai of 
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the Rev. Arthur Mason Sherman of the 
Diocese of New Jersey as missionary to 
China, and made the necessary appro- 
priations. 

Japan.—The Rev. Theodosius S. Tyng, 
who sailed from Vancouver January 
30th, arrived at Yokohama February 
13th, and proceeded to Nara to take tem- 
porary charge of 
our work in that 
city. 

—The Rev. 
John Davis, D.D., 
who has been about 
three years in Ja- 
pan, sailed from 
Yokohama by the 
steamer ‘‘ Hohen- 
zollern,” February 
17th, expecting to 
join the Rev. E. R. 
W oodman inChina, 
and together to pro- 
ceed via the Suez 
Canal route to Eu- 
rope; the former 
coming on to the 
United States and 
the latter joining 
his wife and family 
in Dresden. 

——The Rev. Griffen M. Cutting ar- 
rived in London on March 9th, and found 
that the family reasons which caused 
him to leave Japan would compel him to 
abandon his missionary work. He there- 
fore resigned his appointment, which 
resignation was accepted by the Board 
April 11th. He sailed from Kobe Janu- 
ary 24th. At Hong Kong he embarked 
on the steamer ‘‘ Preussen,”’ arriving at 
Southampton March 8th. 
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——The appointment of the Rev. Rob- 
ert W. Andrews was announced in the 
last number. After a brief farewell ser- 
vice in the Chapel of the Church Missions 
House he left New York on April 4th, 
and was married in the Cathedral at 
Milwaukee on the 11th to Miss Edna B. 
Anderson, of Stoughton, Wisconsin, 
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and proceeded that morning to the Pa- 
cific coast. Their passage was engaged 
from Tacoma to Yokohama by the 
steamer ‘‘ Glenogle,” sailing on the 23d. 
A service of Holy Communion was 
arranged for them, to be held in St. 
Luke’s Church, on Friday the 21st; 
Bishops Barker and Rowe officiating. 


AFRICA. 


THE Rev. Paulus Moort, M.D., who had 
been absent on a visit to the United 
States since September 20th, 1898, reached 
Monrovia February 21st. By the first 
mail thereafter he wrote: ‘‘On my arri- 
val I found the walls of Trinity Church 
fallen. We are, therefore, anxious to 
rebuild. Would that men imbued with 
a missionary spirit like the late Rev. Dr. 
S.H.Tyng, of St. George’s Church, New 
York, would render assistance to our 
church which has been a most. central 
place of worship for both foreign and 
aboriginal elements, of which consist the 
residents of Monrovia; a central point 
where the Kroo, Golah, Pessa, and Vey 
with others meet for worship is surely a 
real missionary field, moulding the vari- 
ous elements into one harmonious body, 
encouraging and perpetuating Christian 
unity.” 


THE CONVOCATION AT BUCHANAN. 

Our parish, St. Andrew’s, still shows 
life. During the meeting of the convo- 
cation three persons received the laying- 
on of hands by the Bishop, and twelve 
were admitted into the Church by the 
Sacrament of Baptism. 

Every parish organization was repre- 
sented at the proper time in the meeting 
and handed in amounts from $5 to $25. 
The Sunday school manifested its interest 
by giving a reception. This was held in 
the church, and the superintendent, Mr. 
Harmon, made an address, afterward 
handing to the Bishop for the benefit of 
the convocation a bag containing $20. 
On this we congratulate ourselves, for, 
although the convocation has been held 
in the other counties in the jurisdiction, 
this is the first time that it has been enter- 
tained by the Sunday-school. The Rev. 
Messrs. C. M. W. Cooper and Cum- 
mings spoke to the school in behalf of 


the convocation, and the Bishop closed 
with timely and fitting words. There is 
every reason to believe that the Church 
here will realize good from the various 
meetings of business and stirring sermons 
preached. Including the Bishop, we were 
thirteen in the chancel, and all felt it a 
duty to make strong the stakes that 
have been placed in this country by the 
Church. 

We were without the Bishop’s presence 
on the 8th instant, the time when convo- 
cation was opened; the undersigned be- 
ing elected president pro tem., and the 
Rev. Samuel D. Ferguson, Jr., filling 
the position of secretary pro tem. The 
Rev. R. C. Cooper preached the open- 
ing sermon, and the Rev. T. C. Brownell 
Gabla was celebrant, assisted by the Rev. 
Messrs. Dunbar, Ferguson and Cooper. 

The Bishop arrived on Sunday, and on 
Monday, the 13th, business was resumed. 
This delay could have been avoided if 
the Bishop’s appeal for a steamer had met 
with success. There are many reasons 
why a steamer should be put at the dis- 
posal of the head of the mission in this 
jurisdiction. The work in many in- 
stances suffers because the Bishop has to 
depend on the English and German 
steamers for passage to and fro on the 
seaboard.

NOTES FROM CAPE MOUNT. 

During the latter part of the year I 
became very much run down, and in 
January had a bad spell of fever, the 
most severe since my first season here. 
While I gave an unwilling assent toa 
change at first, I found I was not to get 
strong again unless something were 
done, so on January 28th Miss Radcliffe 
and myself came on board the ‘ Ro- 
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quelle,” it being impossible for me to 
travel alone. I am sure it will be for her 
benefit also. We may yet have to be 
gone five weeks, but not longer. 

Miss Woodruff has probably written 
that she expects to go to America in the 
early spring, leaving us in March. It is 
absolutely necessary for her to go as soon 
as possible, she being so very, very frail. 
Her little trip to Cape Palmas seemed to 
do no real good. We dare not say a word 
to detain her; she should have gone two 
years ago upon my arrival. 

Upon my return I will write about the 
‘‘Ruth Colton” and the ‘‘Sophia Dav- 
ison” scholarships. Miss Woodruff will 
write concerning the St. John’s bene- 
ficiary of the St. George’s department. 
The Sierra Leone masons are busily en- 
gaged on the chancel and vestry-room of 
the Irving Memorial Church, and the 
carpenters are also at work. The Li- 
berian masons are erecting the new 
school—Langford Memorial Hall—the 
corner-stone of which was laid by the 
Bishop on January 2d. There is a com- 
petition between them, and the work goes 


on with remarkable rapidity. The girls’ 
school: house, started by Dr. Walrath, is 
entirely down. When they began tak- 
ing it down it proved to be so dangerous 
that it had to be pulled to pieces at once. 

The rocks are ready for the new girls’ 
school, and the hill presents the appear- 
ance of areal hive of industry. The girls 
carry most of the water for the masons, 
and the boys are very active, carrying 
sand from the beach, as also the lime in 
buckets; helping to carry rocks, work- 
ing the coffee farm and public roads; 
picking coffee and helping to clear the 
mission property not yet under cultiva- 
tion. The girls were able to resume 
school last week, but we shall have only 
night work for the boys foratime. All 
the work seems to come at once, and 
laborers are hard to get. 

From some ‘‘specials” we have just 
succeeded in erecting the railing around 
the graveyard. It looks well since it was 
painted. It encloses-a space of 65x75 
feet. LULU HIGGINS.

CHINA. 


WE are glad to publish a brief extract 
from a letter of Bishop Graves dated 
Steamship ‘‘Shasi,” Yang-tse river, Feb- 
ruary 24th. We sincerely hope that the 
fuller report of the conference promised 
by the Bishop will be forthcoming in 
time for our next issue. He says: 

“‘T am writing on board the steamer, 
some twenty miles below I-chang, hayv- 
ing come up here on my visitation. I 
left Shanghai on February 4th to attend 
the third conference of the mission. 
which was held this time in Wuchang. 
We reached Hankow on the 8th, and the 
meetings were held at Wuchang on the 
11th, 13th and 14th. I give a list of the 
subjects, and will forward a fuller report 
when it has been completed. The fol- 
lowing were the topics selected for dis- 


cussion: 1. How may the educational 


work become of greater assistance to the 
evangelistic work? 2. The falling away 
of the baptized: its causes and remedies. 
3. What can we do to promote the work 
among Chinese girls and women? 4. 
Our responsibility for the use of mission 
money. 5. Rules and methods of disci- 


pline in the native Church. Other sub- 
jects were discussed at the pleasure of 
the conference. The conference was an 
advance on the two previous meetings in 
1894 and 1896, and was by general con- 
sent most profitable to all, especially to 
the new missionaries who have been 
able to learn more of the work than they 
could in any other way.” 


THREE OF OUR CHURCHES. 

The condition of the churches at Hsinti 
and Shasi, China, is thus stated by the 
Rey. Mr. Huntington, who visited them 
in November last. On the 16th he visited 
Chu-ho, a station where he had a rather 
rough time last spring, and where he 
found, on this visit, that trouble had been 
prepared for him by the Romanists. He 
writes: ‘‘ We got back to Hsinti the next 
afternoon and I was kept busy examining 
candidates for Baptism and the catechu- 
menate that evening and Saturday morn- 
ing. Saturday afternoon I admitted 
twenty-six catechumens, and on Sunday 
I baptized twelve adults and four chil- 
dren. I think the general prospect of 
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the work at Hsinti is very good. The 
church has been slightly enlarged, the 
school-room repaired, and the property 
improved in other ways since I was there 
in the spring. About fifteen, some of 
whom had been baptized, have left us 
for the Romanists, either because of their 
persecution or because they wanted help 
in their lawsuits. In spite of this falling 
off there’ has been a slight increase in 
the congregation, and I think an im- 
provement in the character of the con- 
verts. : 

‘‘1 arrived at Shasi on Saturday, and 
Sunday at morning service the chapel 
was crowded. The large number of 
women was especially noticeable. There 
were, perhaps, eighty men and sixty 
women. Light catechumens were ad- 
mitted. I may have mentioned before 
that Mr. Kwei insists that those who are 
to be baptized must bring their whole 
families. This is one great reason for 
the large attendance of women. In 
most respects the church in Shasi is in 
good condition. The contributions, how- 
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ever, are not nearly what they should be, 
At Evening Prayer there was a congre- 
gation of over a hundred, composed en- 
tirely of men.” 

The new church at I-chang, China, 
has been built, and the first service was 
held there on last Christmas Day. The 
Rev. Dr. Collins, writing in The Church 
in China concerning it, says: “It was a 
beautiful day, not one cloud in the sky. 
In the morning we went into the city to 
church. At eleven o’clock the bell was 
rung and the choir-boys went into the 
vestry-room. Mr. Yang started playing 
the organ, and the boys marched into the 
chapel singing ‘Onward, Christian Sol- 
diers.’ During service we had a baptism: 
twenty-one persons were baptized. Mr. 
Tseng preached the sermon from Heb. 
j., 12: ‘But Thou art the same, and Thy 
years shall not fail.’ 

‘‘We had the Lord’s Supper, and the 
choir-boys marched out again, singing. 
It was the first service in our new chapel. 
The church was all dressed in evergreens 
and a large congregation was present.”

ST. PAUL’S COLLEGE. 

In a somewhat receut letter the Rev. 
Arthur Lloyd, the president of St. Paul’s 
College, Tokyo, who has had large ex- 
perience as a teacher, sends us some pro- 
posed rules and regulations, three features 
of which he believes to be worth noting: 

“‘1. That the ‘exhibitions,’ which are 
practically additional scholarships, will 
come out of the fees and not out of the 
appropriation. 2. That the ‘sizarships’ 
(as I have called them for want of a bet- 
ter name) will be annual appointments, 
though capable of renewal. This will be 
made to depend on the industry and 
conduct of the beneficiary, and the teach- 
ing staff will have a voice as to the re- 
newal. We have had one or two cases 
lately which make me feel that it is im- 
portant for me to have some rule of this 
kind. 3. Perhaps the most important 
feature, the ‘leaving’ scholarship, ten- 
able at other schools in this country. 
One of our greatest difficulties is to se- 
cure Christian teachers, with the requi- 
site qualifications insisted on by the 
government. If wecan have such schol- 
arships established, we hope to be able to 


train our own teachers; and a staff 
largely composed of our ‘old boys’ 

likely to have more esprit de corps than 
one composed of men drawn from all 
sorts of sources—many of them not being 
even nominal believers in Christianity.” 

He continues: ‘‘I am glad to be able 

to chronicle quiet progress both at St. 
Paul’s College and at the Kanda School. 
The Rev. Yoshimichi Sugiura, PH.D., has 
joined our staff and is shaping well. 
This year Mrs. Smith and Miss Kimball 
[both employed in the field] receive the 
whole of their salaries out of the appro- 
priation—in fact, all our English teach- 
ing staff is provided for out of the appro- 
priation except Prof. Gardiner and my- 
self. 

‘“During the Christmas vacation the 
kindness of the Bishop enabled me to 
take a trip over to Shanghai, which I 
needed. I certainly have brought back 
with me most pleasant reminiscences of 
the workers at St. John’s College, where 
I was the guest of Mr. Smalley. I was 
delighted with the quiet, peaceful work 
which I saw going on there. It was a 
great encouragement.”

gatherings of Churchpeople, 
and to the clergy and mission

THE Church of England Missionary Conference, held in London in May, 1894, 
adopted the custom of noonday prayer upon suggestion from the American Church, 
and in their report said: ‘‘The conference is now among the things of the past. Is it 
too much to hope that at least one permanent memorial of it may remain amongst us, 
and that from many of our churches the noontide bell may call us, in the field, the 
workshop, or the mart, to lift our hearts, at any rate for a moment, in prayer for all 
missions of the Church of Christ?” The House of Bishops in Minneapolis adopted 
the observance, and it may now be considered an established custom commended by 
the highest authority.

TIAN TEACHING. 


THE Bishop of Liverpool recently pre- 
sided over a crowded gathering at the 
Church Institute, Liverpool, when the 
Archbishop of Canterbury delivered a 
forcible address. The following are its 
concluding words: ‘‘The missionary’s 
work was altogether put in a wrong light 
when it was represented as something 
which needed to be mentioned only once 
ayear. It was a thing that ought to be 
an integral part of the ordinary teaching 
of the ordinary clergy all over the land; 
it was a thing that should enter into a 
large number of sermons. They preached 
about the surrender of themselves to the 
Lord Jesus Christ, but they should go 
beyond that and preach this special mark 
of their obedience to the Lord. That was 
His final command—‘ Go and preach; go 
and teach all nations.’ That was the last 
and greatest command. That was what 
the Church ought to do, and that was 
what the Church Missionary Societies 
ought to put before the Church. It was 
not a work to be done alone by societies 
or individuals. They no doubt did their 
part, but the Church ought to unite in it 
asa whole body. And they would not 
rise to the occasion which had called 
them together unless they were prepared 
to teach everywhere that the preaching 
of the Gospel to the whole human race 
was a duty incumbent upon every indi- 
vidual Christian.” 


A STORY OF BRAVE HEROES. 


THE Rev. A. Silva White, M.A., writes 
to the Mission Field asfollows: ‘* Will 
readers try and transport themselves in 
thought to Canada, that land so aptly 
designated by Kipling as ‘Our Lady of 
the Snows’? In this land I have been 
living and laboring in various ways for 
the past thirteen years, not all that time 
aS a missionary, let me state, but only 
half those years, the first half being spent 
in the rough-and-tumble life of a pioneer. 
Yet at a retrospective glance these pre- 
liminary years seem to me to have been 
God’s own inscrutable way of preparing 
and fitting me for the great work of being 
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a messenger of peace. Now with all 
reverence and humility, we believe that 
the Anglican Church has no record more 
blessed than that of the Bishops and 
clergy of Canada. How truly it has been 


said that ‘the mantle of Bishop Moun- | 


tain—that pioneer missionary—has in- 
deed fallen upon the shoulders of his suc- 
cessors.’ Oh, would that I could write 
the story of some of these brave heroes! 
I wish, for instance, I could tell you the 
story of Bishop John Horden, who lived 
forty years amid the solitudes of Hudson’s 
bay; who translated the Bible into the 
Indian language, and won, not a few na- 
tives, but, as we know full well, whole 
heathen tribes to Jesus Christ. Would 
that I could tell you of Bishop Bompas, 
whose home is literally within the Arctic 
Circle; who has never yet been home to 
England since he was consecrated Bishop, 
and has told us that he means to live and 
die amongst his people. Or, once again, 
the story of the Bishop of Athabasca, 
who, when a friend offered to send him 
books and papers, said, ‘I have only one 
post a year.’ I cannot tell the story of 
the trials and triumphs of these Christian 
heroes, but, depend upon it, that story is 
written in the Lamb’s Book of Life.” 


SOME VALUABLE OBSERVA- 
TIONS. 


WRITING in Home Words (London), 
the Bishop of Caledonia has some valu- 
able remarks to make as to mission work 
in general, and the missions to the 
American Indians in particular. He 
says: ‘There is an impression at home 
that any earnest man, educated or ignor- 
ant, is fit for missions to Indians, but 
that to India only the very best scholars 
must go. No missionary ought to be 
ignorant. His work is too great for illit- 
eracy. The true missionary cannot be 
ignorant of his duties.

them. Unsanctified learning is as little 


likely to succeed as ignorance. Both 
unfit aman for this vocation. The great- 
est scholars have not won the greatest 
successes, even among the  philo- 
sophical Hindoos. The humble man who 
has cultivated God’s gifts to the utmost 
according to his opportunities has 
wrought the miracles of modern days. 
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_are no prizes to struggle for. 


MISCELLANY. 


‘“When the red men become Chris- 
tians, their wants immediately increase, 
and to supply them they must be diligent 
in business, whatever that may be, to 
earn money. They become clean, so 
patronize the soap-makers ; wear white 
man’s clothes, so employ the looms and 
sewing machines ; theyswarm out of the 
huge enclosure, called a house by cour- 
tesy, to build small frame or log houses, 
in which family life begins. All who 
manufacture articles to supply these new 
wants ought to subscribe liberally to 
missions, whose debtors they are Musi- 
cal instrument makers ought to head the 
list or stand next to the soap-makers. 
Music is a passion on this coast among 
the Indians. WhereI am now writing 
there are two Indian brass bands, and the 
women are beginning to deform their 
faces by blowing into cornets and trom- 
bones. 

‘“ Why, it may be asked, do not In- 
dians rise to the level of the whites in 
civilization ? Not because they have not 
the capacity, but because there are no in- 
centives. At school they kept abreast of 
white children, but not so out in the 
world. The reason is not far to seek. 
As the white boy leaves school and faces 
the world he is at the bottom of the lad- 
der. He is moved with thespirit of emu- 
lation, and sees prizes ahead for the suc- 
cessful man. Not so the Indian boy. He 
leaves school, and is at the top of the 
ladder; his seniors are beneath him in 
knowledge, and among his people there 
He has no 
ambition, and soon begins to forget his 
school instruction. He must work, or 
hunt, or fish with illiterate men who can 
work, hunt, or fish, as well as or better 
than the learned.” 


A HAPPY DAY. 


ARCHDEACON WOLFE sends to the 
From Month to Month a most interest- 
ing account of two services held in the 
different churches, when forty-eight 
souls wera admitted into the Church 
of Christ: ‘‘ Christmas Day was a very 
happy one for our missionaries in 
Fuh-chow (South China), when forty- 
eight souls, forty-one of whom were 
adults, were admitted into the visi- 
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ble Church of Christ by Baptism. One 
of the children was a grandchild of a 
native pastor, now at rest, whose widow, 
two sons, two daughters, and several 
grandchildren were among the con- 
gregation. lt seemed to bring the past 
and present together in striking contrast: 
In the past that same church had wit- 
nessed, ‘day after day, for many years, 
as the Gospel was being proclaimed, the 
most violent abuse directed toward the 
preachers by the angry pagan mobs who 
came for the purpose of stopping the 
preachers; and the coarse blasphemies 
against the holy Name of Jesus Christ 
by the followers of Confucius, Tau, and 
Buddha. The present witnessed this 
same building (formerly destroyed by 
violence) beautifully decorated with 
scrolls and evergreens, and filled from 
end to end with converted Confucianists 
and Tauists and Buddhists praising and 
glorifying the blessed name of Jesus 
Christ as their Redeemer and Saviour 
and God.’” 

Though deeply realizing through 
sad experience the many pitfalls and 
temptations to which these new con- 
verts were about to be exposed when 
they went forth into the world, yet the 
archdeacon wrote, ‘‘|t was a most blessed 
and inspiring occasion, and one felt the 
joy of the missionary life and work with 
a degree of intensity which it is not 
possible to put into mere words, or give 
expression to in any description on 
paper.” 


THE LATE BISHOP WELBY. 


BisHoP WELBY’s death in a ripe old 
age closes an honored ministerial career 
in Canada, England, South Africa, and 
lastly his island diocese of St. Helena. 
It was in 1862 that he was consecrated a 
Bishop in Lambeth Palace Chapel, and 
he thus was one of the oldest Bishops by 
consecration as well as by age. His isl- 
and diocese, with its small population, 
was, of course, not burdensome as most 
others are, but it had difficulties all its 
own. The isolation which rendered its 
separation from Capetown imperative 
became much more acute after the open- 
ing of the Suez canal, and the conse- 
quent diversion of the ocean traffic. The 
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jurisdiction includes Ascension island, 
which is 500 miles to the north, and Tris- 
tan d’Acunha, which is 1,200 miles to the 
south, while St. Helena itself has been 
for many years the scene of arduous mis- 
sionary work among the slaves rescued 
from the traders and liberated by the 
English Government. The island forms 
a depot, from which they are drafted as 
free laborers to the West Indies. The 
work of Bishop Welby was carried on 
among them with zeal and success. In 
his limited sphere of action the late Bish- 
op has for seven-and-thirty years sus- 
tained the burdens of the Episcopate, and 
his memory will be justly honored, as 
was his work and his high character.— 
Mission Field. 


THE BEST ELEMENTS IN CHURCH 
HISTORY: 


A GLANCE through the history of the 
centuries renders it very obvious that the 
best elements in that history are found 
in the missionary movements of the 
Church, not in the so-called holy wars, 
nor in disputes about doctrines which 
sometimes have been bitter and fruitless, 
certainly not in the persecuting zeal 
which has left so many foul blots upon 
the Name of Christ, but in the heroic 
campaigns of Apostles, who, though 
knowing that bonds and imprisonment 
and martyrs’ deaths awaited them, bore 
the Gospel into the high places and into 
the dark places of the heathen world. 
This lofty and inspiring history of 
Christian effort was sustained by individ- 
uals here and there through the middle 
ages, by Patrick, by Aleuin and Colum- 
ba. Amid all that is dark in medizval 
history, these annals constitute the bright 
and sunny rifts in the cloud; they savor 
of the Gospel spirit; they redeem our 
Christian history from untold scandal.— 
Selected.

—The Archbishop of Canterbury 
touched upon an old missionary griev- 
ance at Liverpool. He could not help 
saying that the teaching of the Gospel 
was very much thwarted by the fact that 
the unconverted natives were able to 
point to the lives of many Englishmen, 
and say that they were not according to 
the doctrines and precepts which we 
taught, but flatly contradicted that which 
all our Christian missionaries were teach- 
ing. How was this to be remedied? If 
the Church at home was as alive to her 
duty as she ought to be, she would make 
such an impression upon our own people 
who were going abroad that for very 
shame’s sake they would at any rate not 
live in open disregard of Christian pre- 
cepts to such an extent as was done. 


——In reviewing a work on the famine 
in India, The New York Evening Post 
says: Christian missions as human- 
itarian institutions in India have never 
come to the front as in these years of 
scarcity. Their praise is in the mouths 
of English officials who had ignored or 
despised them. No other whites except 
the missionaries are in touch with those 
whom famine pinches most. None are 
at all fit to be wardens of orphans now 
more numerous than ever. None can 
make a little money leaven so vast a 
mass. Noclass can beso safely trusted 
as honest and wise almoners of bounty. 


—lIt is said that one of thesix China- 
men recently executed in accordance 
with the imperial edict of the empress- 
dowager of China brought her wrath 
upon him because he reprinted an as- 
tronomy compiled by two of the mission- 
aries, and added certain notes of his, in 
which he pointed out the incompatibility 
of the facts revealed by astronomy with 
ancient Chinese doctrines. Though only 
twenty-two years old, he had taken high 
rank as a scholar. Such men as _ he, 
growing up within the confines of China, 
show how the leaven is working, and in 
a very real sense they are martyrs to the 
truth.

THE APRIE CONFERENCE. 


THE officers’ meeting on Thursday, April 20th, on motion, adjourned from 
the room of the Woman’s Auxiliary to the Board Room for the last confer- 
ence of the season. Mrs. Cleveland, president of St. Augustine League, 
New York, presided. 

The following dioceses were represented: Connecticut, five officers (one 
Junior); Delaware, one; Easton, one; Long Island, three; Michigan, one; 
Minnesota, one; Newark, three (one Junior); New Jersey, one; New York, 
eleven (three Juniors); Pennsylvania, two; Rhode Island, two; Western New 
York, one (Junior); Western Texas, one; being thirty-three officers from thir- 
teen dioceses. Visitors were present also from Kyoto and New Hampshire. 

The Secretary suggested that in the coming summer months, while the of- 
ficers should be scattered, each should read some one missionary book, thus 
keeping her interest in the subject fresh and keen. She suggested also that 
some piece of work might be done during that time She specially commended 
to the Auxiliary an interest in the new missionary fields opening to the Church, 
and that they should follow with intelligence and with prayer all efforts being 
made in those directions. She told of the organ given by one branch of the 
Auxiliary to Chaplain Brown for use among the soldiers at San Juan, and of 
the organ and private Communion set given the band of young men going to the 
Philippines, and spoke of another organ wanted by the Rev. Mr. Pratt, mission- 
ary stationed at San Juan. ‘The officers of the Babies’ Branch present at this 
meeting volunteered contributions toward this last object, Western New York 
giving $5, New York and Newark $10 each. It is hoped that other branches 
will soon complete the necessary amount. 

The Honorary Secretary referred to several successful missionary drawing- 
room meetings that she had attended since the last officers’ conference, and sug- 
gested missionary teas and missionary lawn parties as possible pleasant and prof- 
itable Auxiliary gatherings during the summer, She also showed some very 
beautiful Chinese embroidery made by our girls in St. Mary’s School, Shang- 
hai, which had found a purchaser in one of the Auxiliary officers, for the sum 
of $100, the cost of supporting a little day school in China for a whole year, and 
told of an order from a friend, to whom this had been shown, for another set of 
the same kind. 

Mrs. T'wing then presented the following extract from a paper which she 
read last February at the Conference of Churchwomen in Philadelphia, and the 
accompanying letter of approval from Bishop Whipple, written in New York on 
his way to England to represent the American Church as one of the appointed 
speakers at the Centenary of the English Church Missionary Society: 

As the end of the century draws near, it is natural that the desire should arise 
in many minds that an opportunity, which will never be ours again, should not 
pass without some effort being made to improve it suitably and profitably. Many 
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plans have already been made public for great gatherings like the Paris Exposition 
and the International Conference of Foreign Missionary Societies, while many an- 
niversaries and meetings, like those of the English Church Missionary Society, the 
Society for the Propagation of the Gospel, and our own General Convention, with 
the Board of Missions and Woman’s Auxiliary, will appropriately mark its close 
and the opening of the new century. But the last, in which we are chiefly con- 
cerned, can be attended by comparatively few Churchpeople at the most, and it 
seems as though something might be possible that should win the interest and co 
operation of a much larger number. The conference committees that from time to 
time have arranged for conferences of Churchwomen in New York, Philadelphia 
and Boston, and that were instrumental in bringing about the London Quiet Day 
and Conference of Churchwomen in 1897, have long had in mind a project for a 
similar conference, or series of conferences, with special services and Quiet Days on 
a still larger scale, in one of these cities at the close of the century, but, as the plan 
grew, the idea grew. Why should it not be a conference of Church workers, men 
as well as women, with a great mission accompanying or preceding it? Various 
suggestions regarding place, time and subjects had been roughly formulated, when 
a fresh thought was suggested: Why limit the conference to any one place, or put 
it in charge of any one committee? Whata stimulus it might give us all, if the 
mind and the heart of the Church could be concentrated simultaneously upon the 
work already accomplished in the nineteenth century, and the work to be accom- 
plished in the twentieth century. If the thought is worth anything, the only way 
to carry it into effect is to send it out broadcast. If the Church papers will take it 
up and advocate it; if the Bishops and clergy will consider and approve it; if the 
laity will work for it; if we will all give it a place in our prayers, something grand 
and beautiful and undying in its influence may come of it yet. Think of what it 
would be if, in every church, on a certain day, perhaps on the morning of “‘ Stir-up 
Sunday,” the parish Priest from his own pulpit should speak to his own people on 
this subject, and if that should be followed up by a great union mass meeting in 
some central church in each large city on the evening of the same day, and then 
by archdeaconry and diocesan meetings all through the Advent season, and on into 
the new year, on different days in different places, so that the most earnest and in- 
spiring preachers and speakers and the most experienced workers might be secured 
for more than a single point! Church organizations, like diocesan conventions and 
councils, the Church Congress, the Brotherhood of St. Andrew, the Daughters of 
the King, the Girls’ Friendly Society and the Woman’s Auxiliary, might also make 
special use of their annual meetings and anniversaries in this direction, and then 
the General Convention in October, 1901, on the Pacific coast, with its accompany- 
ing gatherings of Church people at many Church centres all along the way, would 
make a fitting climax to the whole. 
Bishop Whipple’s Commendation. 


There has never been a time since our blessed Lord ascended into Heaven . 


when missionary work was as hopeful as it is to-day. The whole world is open. 
There is no place where we may not carry the good news of the Gospel of Jesus 
Christ. One reason why so many people have so little interest in missions is that 


they know nothing of missions. I believe that it would awaken love and kindle . 


zeal if we can open the twentieth century with missionary conferences throughout 
the length and breadth of the land, more blessed if in every parish the story of the 
triumphs of the Cross shall be told and our prayers and our alms go up to God. I 
cordially commend the plan of holding such conferences everywhere, to prepare 
the way for the second coming of the Saviour.

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Mrs. Twing asked the diocesan officers to consider this idea, and talk it over 
with parochial officers and members, and with the clergy, through the summer, 
and be prepared in the fall to express some opinion as to the way in which the 
Auxiliary might most properly and successfully help in carrying out such a plan. 

The Systematic Giving Committee, through Mrs. McIlvaine, of Delaware, 
reported a meeting held on the morning of the conference, when a report was 
made of the committee’s effort to enlist the diocesan officers in an Easter gift 
of one dollar each for General Missions, in the hope that it might prove an ex- 
ample and stimulus to larger numbers of the women of the Church, in years to 
come. Seven officers of the committee wrote personal letters to individual offi- 
cers upon this subject, the eighth writing to each diocesan branch with regard 
to methods for gathering the United Offering. 

Responses were received from 291 officers in fifty-four out of the sixty- 
seven dioceses to which letters were sent, the thirteen not heard from being 
almost without exception feeble dioceses and missionary districts, where the 
Auxiliary is very weak. 

The committee reported that they felt the proportion of those responding 
to be very large, although all the answers were not in every instance favorable. 
In about eight dioceses the officers acted in concert, and of these two were de- 
cidedly opposed to the proposition. The entire amount received is $382.80. 

The Missionary Workers’ Committee had also met on the morning of the 
conference, but had no special report to make, although Miss Coles told of one 
student, a native of Cuba, now preparing in the Philadelphia Training-school, 
to take up work in her own country. 

Mrs. Motet reported a meeting of the Junior Auxiliary Committee, held 
on the preceding day, when various matters, such as the duty of Junior officers 
with regard to Taz YouNG CHRISTIAN SOLDIER, the joint work of Juniors, 
the keeping of the Missionary Days, the importance of the noon-day prayer, 
were laid before the committee for their further consideration, and to be re- 
ported upon in the fall. 

It was voted to call upon the officers present in the reverse of the usual 
order, and reports were received from each branch, beginning with Western 
Texas. Mrs. Stiness, of Rhode Island, reported that in that diocese not only 
diocesan bunt parochial officers also, to the number of twenty-nine, had made 
the special Haster gift. Mrs. Ashbridge, of Pennsylvania, reported a very in- 
teresting conference of clergy with the Auxiliary of the diocese, at which a 
paper upon the duties of delegates, prepared by Mrs. Neilson, was read. Miss 
Tomes, of New York, told of the missionary study classes conducted by Miss 
Jarvis during Lent, which she felt had tended to deepen the interest of all who 
had attended them in missionary study and to determine them to continue this 
study on their own account. She reported that a Missionary Study Committee 
had been formed in the branch, with a view to training some student in each 
parish, that she might teach others. 

Mrs. McIlvaine also reported very successful study classes, attended by both 
older and younger women, held in Wilmington during Lent, at which many 
most interesting original papers were read. Mrs. Brush, of Connecticut, told 
also of very interesting classes and meetings conducted there. 
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Mrs. Patton, present from Japan, told of the Woman’s Auxiliary of the 
Church in that country, describing how the women will deny themselves for 
weeks at a time of one meal each day, that they may have something to give ; 
or, as they pick over the rice to be cooked for their households, will throw one 
handfal aside each time into a separate dish, until by and by they have enough 
to sell for some trifling sum Mrs. Patton closed with an earnest appeal for 
more women workers for Japan, telling of more than seventeen towns in the 
Dioceses of Tokyo and Kyoto, where evangelistic work might so well be done, 
were there only the workers to do it. 

The meeting closed as usual with the Doxology. 


ORGANS FOR PORTO RICO. 

WHEN Chaplain Brown, formerly of the “‘ Rough Riders,” and now chaplain 
in the Regular Army—in earlier days one of Bishop Kendrick’s clergy in 
Arizona—first went to Porto Rico, he wrote to us on February 7th: ‘‘I am 
desperately in need of a portable organ, such as is used by the Y. M. C. A. in 
army service. I donot ask you to appeal for this, that would be asking too 
much, but I earnestly ask that the same may be sent by return boat, and I will 
pay for it. Remember, I prefer a small, portable box organ, as it is 
to be carried from place to place.” 

The branch of the Woman’s Auxiliary in St. George’s Parish, New York, 
took great pleasure in sending this organ ; and on March 8th, Chaplain Brown 
writes: ‘‘It gives me unbounded pleasure to acknowledge the receipt of the 
baby organ. It is a little beauty, and you do not know how I prize it in my 
work, I was unable to use it at my own service Sunday, so I turned it over for 
the day to the Rev, Mr. Pratt, who held his first service here that day. It will 
be in constant use from this time forth.” 

On April 6th, Chaplain Brown again writes: ‘‘T have given Mr. Pratt the 
use of the organ ever since it came, for his morning services. I do not know 
what he would have done without it. It certainly was very opportune that it 
came on the same boat with him. ‘There is certainly a great field here in Porto 
Rico, and I believe the Church has greater opportunities for usefulness and a 
responsibility far greater than her members realize at present. The field is ripe 
for the harvest, and I do sincerely hope Mr. Pratt may be loyally and generously 
sustained in the work so auspiciously begun,” 

We are glad to report that the Babies’ Branch in Newark, New York, 
Washington and Western New York is contributing toward the organ for the 
mission of San Juan, and we hope that little ones in other dioceses may very 
soon complete the gift. The organ will be sent at once. 


ALASKA. 


A CIRCLE CITY BUDGET. 

October 16th. I was interrupted in my 
letter by six or eight people coming to 
evening service. Dr. Watt, who is here 
with his wife and baby boy, eleven 
months old, reads the service and a short 
selection from Bishop Brooks, or Drum- 
mond’s ‘‘ Thoughts,” and there is much 
singing of favorite hymns. In the morn- 


ing we never look for any of the older 
white people, but make it a service for the 
young whites and such Indians as are 
here yet; for the summer has been sickly 
everywhere, and here every one had the 
grippe, and they flew away as fast as they 
were well enough. Their way of living 
makes them susceptible to any epidemic. 
Just now mumps are rather prevalent, 
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and, as Mrs. Prevost keeps school for 
about ten children every day from ten 
to five, we are rather exposed to them. 

October 20th. Mrs. Prevost has gone 
out with the children for a walk, and to 
show the soldiers to Horace. We have 
eighty-seven, who arrived three weeks 
ago. Half that number will be placed at 
Eagle City as soon as comfortable quar- 
ters can be prepared for them. This may 
not be till spring. Circle City cabins are 
nearly all occupied now. All the men 
who have had comfortable supplies for 
the winter preferred to come here to stay- 
ing at Dawson, which is still over- 
crowded. . 

Mr. Prevost has been very busy at Me- 
nuke, or Rampart City, as they call it 
now. He has also worked very hard to 
persuade the Indians to congregate and 
settle for the winter at Fort Adams or 
Tanana, or at Anvik, away from the 
white influence. For drink is their foi- 
ble, as well as gambling, so, as they have 
to be left to their own counsel, they are 
safer at Tanana than at any mines. 

Miss Deane has received a box 
this spring from her friends in the Dea- 
coness’ School and others, in which 
were, I think, one dozen pairs of good 
strong leather shoes. _ Arthur is wearing 
one pair and Katie another, so you see 
God is providing for our wants in a won- 
derful manner, just as the need is felt. 
Dr. Watt has been very valuable to us 
and the hospital, securing wood for us all 
and even splitting it himself. Then in 
our sick siege he was a great comfort, for 
his attention relieved us of a great deal of 


anxiety. 
October 23d. . » Do not worry 
about us. We are all well, thank God, 


have plenty to eat, and, above everything, 
have coal oil and good warm clothes, and 
wood for two months yet. By this time 
uoee will pull all we will need till spring. 

. . We have twelve below zero to- 
Bey: the first real cold day. It is a com- 
fort to feel the river will soon be chained 
up, and permit travel on the ice. But we 
must have more snow after the ice has 
formed, tomake good trail. Hos- 
pital is kept busy; five patients almost 
always. Three typhoids. Miss Deane 
keeps well, thank God. Just now she has 
the Sunday-school class at one end of 
this cabin; fourteen scholars. 


November 3d: Mr. Prevost arrived 
Saturday evening, to our great surprise. 
We did not expect him till Tuesday or 
Wednesday of this week; but as soon as 
the water rose, they were able to put the 
boat in a safe position, and he and a 
Swede started with two dogs and asleigh, 
to walk the forty miles. They were five 
days doing it, and were very tired, and 
black, and hungry. On Sunday, 
Mr. Prevost was able to lead three services; 
morning and evening, at the house, and 
in the afternoon in the hospital. The 
few Indians in town at once came to see 
him, and women and children and Jo- 
seph, the lay-reader, and another Indian 
came from an Indian camp above here. 

January 26th, 1899: No doubt you are 
wondering what the ice bound Alaska 
friends are doing. We are living still, 
and very, very busy. Thousands of peo- 
ple here are longing for longer days 
and milder weather. This month has 
marked from 382 to 55 degrees below 
zero; just now it is 45, but clear, and the 
days are already two hours longer. It is 
light at nine in the morning, and we 
light up at half-past three in the after- 
noon. We have not heard from the 
Chapmans since last October, when they 
were well at the mission. From Mr. 
Selden at Fort Adams Mr. Prevost re- 
ceived a letter two weeks ago. They 
were all well there, and teaching the na- 
tives. Mr. Hacksley, at Fort Yukon, is 
doing a very good work. He hasa good- 
ly number of Indians; his chief trouble 
with them is to keep them sober. Liquor 
is abundant there as here, and it makes 
the task very difficult for the mission- 
aries. Mrs. Hacksley has a little daugh- 
ter, born the 6th of January. She was 
named after Bishop Bompas’s wife, Se- 
lina. Mother and daughter are well, and 
the four little brothers, the oldest nine 
years, are wonderfully happy. We have 
heard from Dr. Watt, who had been 
called to Fort Yukon, and returned last 
week quite disgusted with these hard 
winter trips. They sound all right in 
books! Dr. Watt’s family is well; his 
baby boy, fourteen months old, is a 
healthy, strong little lad. 

My. Prevost is kept very busy since his 
return on October 29th. Services on 
Sunday; choir practice and Bible-classes 
through the week, and services for the In- 
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dians, besides issuing his ‘‘ Yukon Press,” 
which he managed to bring up from the 
‘‘Northern Light” last December. The 
paper is a great acquisition for Circle; 
every one is delighted, but it has been 
very difficult and expensive to put the 
rusty press into working order. 

We have had a very pleasant Christ- 
mas. The court-house, where the Sun- 
day services are held, was all decorated 
with spruce. Stars, wreaths, crosses, and 
garlands covered the drilled walls, and 
in one-corner was a loaded Christmas- 
tree, thanks to a Christmas-box from 
Oregon and one from a small town in 
California (I have forgotten the name), 
and Miss Deane’s contribution of toys 
and games from the box sent her last sum- 
mer. There were about forty Indian chil- 
dren, seven white and several half-breed. 
Mrs. Prevost, who has taught since Sep- 


tember, had prepared her fourteen chil- 
dren with a very pretty entertainment, 
little dialogues, and appropriate poetry, 
all interspersed with Christmas hymns, 
which pleased the large white audience 
of about eighty. A young Brooklyn 
man personated Santa Claus, which is 
not a hard matter, as parkie and fur 
boots are usual here. After the distribu- 
tion of presents, one of the Jadies, a fine 
singer, gave us a few lovely selections, 
which reminded us all of home and its 
wonderful privileges, which we learn to 
appreciate when we live in such a frozen 
region. The population of Circle just 
now is fully 500 people; the attendance 
at services is very fair, considering all 
creeds meeting here, and many fine peo- 
ple are stranded here, who will go home 
in the spring richer in experience than in 
money. 


SOUTH DAKOTA. 


AT WORK FOR MISSIONS ON CROW CREEK 
AGENOY. 

Mrs. Burt, Secretary of the Niobrara 
Branch of the Woman’s Auxiliary, writes 
on March 28th: 

EASTER GIFTS. 

‘“TIn response {o a suggestion received 
from a member of the Committee on Sys- 
tematic Giving, that each diocesan offi- 
cer should send you at this season one 
dollar for General Missions, I enclose 
mine very gladly. I hope all will re- 
spond in heart and purse to this call for 
a thank-offering, and that many will not 
limit themselves to the small sum asked. 
I enclose Mr. Burt’s check for $4.25. 
Three dollars are for Mr. Osuga’s Or- 
phanage. I should be glad of a few 
copies of the leaflet on the United Offer- 
ing for distribution among the white 
ladies, especially the one giving the his- 
tory of the Offering. Ihave been able 
to give boxes to a great many, and now 
I shall be to blame if I do not do what I 
can to keep up the interest. Can you 
send me also ten or a dozen of the pretty, 
instructive Junior Auxiliary membership 
cards? They will be very helpful to 
some little people in the settlements, 
who, although cut off from most of their 
Church privileges, have the Lenten 
boxes year after year. 


THE SCHOOL CHILDREN AND THE LENTEN 
BOXES. 

‘We asked for 125 this year. A few 
were sent to each of the out-stations, and, 
of those remaining, the last one was taken 
on Ash Wednesday. The devoted ma- 
tron at the girls’ building of the Govern- 
ment school had led the children to a 
right state of mind beforehand; and how 
busy we were kept that day, answering 
the door and giving boxes to the twos, 
threes and half-dozens who came at in- 
tervals during the afternoon. There 
were just enough boxes to furnish the 
supply demanded that day. After tea 
the sixty-eighth girl came alone and got 
the last box, leaving only two unsup- 
plied. The tiers of boxes on the teacher's 
dresser during Lent are a pretty and in- 
teresting sight. They are all ‘church 
houses,’ as these little folks call them, 
and dear to their hearts because they do 
look like little churches. Squares of 
cardboard hold and divide the tiers, and 
each corner is tied with purple baby-rib- 
bon. There is also the picture of the 
Church Missions House framed in purple, 
too. Each box can be removed without 
moving the rest. Then a list of the girls’ 
names is written on a long piece of paper, 
and the sum each has given placed oppo- 
site her name. This saves much hand- 
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ling of the boxes, and pleases the girls 
just as well. They consult it so much 
that it became necessary to paste it on 
cardboard to save its being quite worn 
out. The sums given are small, but the 
lesson of giving is being well learned. 
The children cannot give as much as 
they would like to, nor as much as 


_ they could if they could see their par- 


ents. The school has been quarantined 
on account of measles outside ever since 
the first week in Lent. But within a day 
or two, spite of great care and vigilance, 
one of the school-boys has come down 
with it. This, of course, means more; 
and itis a great pity, for many of the 
children are very delicate. It is due to 
the boys to say that a good many of them 


- have boxes, more than they have had for 


a good many years past. I cannot say 

just how they are doing with them, for I 

see less of the boys than of the girls. 
SOME PRAIRIE CHILDREN. 

‘“*But I have strayed away from what 
I started to say about the white children 
in the country. I wrote a little girl that 
all the mite-boxes were taken, and that 
she and her brothers would have to wait 
till we got the next lot, which we had 
immediately asked for. Her answer was 
unexpected: ‘We shall not mind if you 
don’t send us a mite-box, for we have 
pasted up the old one and begun to use 
it.’ Yes, and it is sure to come back with 
their share of the Easter Offering. It 
always does, although there are a good 
mary to feed and clothe, and times are 
never easy with them. 

THE WOMAN’S AUXILIARY. 

“* March 30th, 1899.—I am sorry I have 
been unable to get my letter off in time 
for the offering to reach you before 
Easter. I ought to have begun it a week 
or two ago. I want to thank you for 
your helpful letter of December. I read 
also with interest and profit the accom- 
panying leaflets, some of them two or 
three times. I agree with you heartily 
that our women should not confine their 
giving to missions to the United Offer- 
ing, but they were not very well repre- 
sented in that this time. I hope next 
General Convention will show a better 
record of them. They need a good stir- 
ring up and a constant stirring on the 
subject of missions, just as all Chris- 
tians need it. I have a circular letter 


under way to them on it. Iam going to 
enclose with it a translation of the Bible 
verses that are on the mite-boxes. A 
good many of the women have taken 
them, and I have wished so many times 
they all could know what is printed on 
the outside. Those verses do press the 
matter home so. I have made copies 
enough to give one to every woman in 
this reservation who has a box, but of 
course I cannot reach each of those at 
the other agencies in the same way. 
Would it be possible, do you think, to 
have some labels printed in Dakota for 
the boxes? When the United Offering 
boxes came out, I did not know what 
was best todo. I wanted our women to 
have a part in it, but all who were likely 
to wish boxes had the red ones already ; 
so we decided to ask each society to take 
one, and use it at their meetings. This 
has worked quite well. It was easy to 
tell them the object of the offering. I 
should like to be able to tell the women 
about our little girl in China. Perhaps 
the best way to get news of her would be 
to write there and ask. I could then pref- 
ace an appeal by a few words of the 
success of that undertaking of theirs. 


SACRED PICTURES. 


‘‘T have one thing more in mind to 
mention to you, a ‘special.’ We often 
have spoken of writing to ask if you 
could get some good-sized pictures of Our 
Saviour and the Little Children, for the 
school. There is a large picture of the 
Good Shepherd, which the children are 
devoted to. It hangs in the little girls’ 
dormitory, and they never tire of gazing 
at it and talking about it. They love the 
Bible story-books, and are attracted espe- 
cially by the picture of Christ and the 
Little Ones. The smallest knows very 
well that her mite-box is to ‘help buy 
books for the little girls that don’t know 
about Jesus.’ It is wonderful how much 
those wee ones understand, and how 
much they love Him! The Good Shep- 
herd picture happened once to be out of 
its usual place and on the floor in the 
teacher’s room, leaning against the wall. 
The baby of the school, little Dorothy, 
came in (she was not five yet) one cold, 
cold morning, with her arms full of her 
clothes. As she sat by the fire in her 
nightgown, she spied the dear picture 
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standing on the floor, for once within her 
easy reach. She was delighted, and 
sprang up at once, with ‘Oh, there’s 
Jesus! I wanttokiss Him!’ Crossing 
the room, she threw herself on her knees, 
and, grasping both sides of the frame 
with her two little hands, she pressed a 
firm, loving kiss on the face. She was 
too short to reach it without throwing 
her head back a little. The tiny bare 
toes peeped out from under her night- 
dress, and, all unconscious, she made as 
sweet a picture as one can imagine. Ah, 
if some one who loves the Lord, but can- 
not yet find a place in his heart for an 
Indian, and there are many such, could 
have seen that, a revolution must have 
taken place in ‘his feelings! But one 
needs to be right among these little ones 
to really know how bright and cunning, 
loving and lovable they are. This is 
Dorothy’s first year, and not a word of 


English did she know in September. 
Now she can say almost anything she 
wishes, and chatters all the time if she 
can get any one to listen. But from the 
first her quick wits enabled her to make 
her little wants known without words. 
How many times the matron has allowed 
the little hand to lead her to something 
Dorothy wanted to tell her about and 
could not, I don’t know. 

‘‘But of the pictures again. There is 
not a picture of the sort mentioned, 
either at the hospital or boys’ building. 
The children would take great pleasure 
and comfort in either of those* (or in fact 
any good Scripture picture), and they 
really ought to have one at each build- 
ing. The teacher has long desired a 


large one of Christ and the Little Chil- . 


dren for her own room, where her little 
ones so often gather—the happiest room 
in the house to them.” 


CUBA: 


In aletter written in February by an 
officer of the Auxiliary visiting in the 
country about eight miles from Havana, 
our correspondent says: ‘‘The little 
railroad runs past, stopping at every lit- 
tle station, and we are getting very fa- 
miliary with this part of the country for 
many miles round. Our strongest im- 
pression is that the people seem to be en- 
tirely without religion of any sort. I 
have been in many Roman Catholic 
countries, but never in one like this, 
where a Priest is never seen and the 
churches are never open. I have seen 
but three Priests since I came, and they 
were in Havana; not one in the towns 
and villages. u 

‘Sunday is the day of pleasure. The 
shops are open. Card playing goes on in 
the open streets, and cock fighting is the 
recreation to which all classes flock, 
while the circus and theatres flourish on 
that day. 

‘“‘Tt will be a difficult matter to teach 
these people a religion of self-denial. 
But, on the other hand, it must be done, 
and the Church is losing golden oppor- 
tunities every day. I feel that our 
Church is called to this great work.” 

To the writer of this letter, the Rev. 
Dr. Neilson, of West Virginia, while 


temporarily in Havana, wrote, on March ° 


19th, as follows: 

‘*The lay-reader to whom Miss Emery 
refers is Sefior Jose Petia, who for some 
ten years past has been holding service 
in Jesus del-Marte, a suburb of this city, 
where he has gathered a little congrega- 
tion of some forty people, of whom 
twenty are communicants. He is a pos- 
tulant for Holy Orders, and will shortly, 
I hope, be admitted as a candidate. I 
have administered the Holy Communion 
for him on the first Sunday in each 
month that I have been here. He has 
maintained his work during the period 
of the insurrection, and it was, I believe, 
the only Protestant work on the island, 
that was not discontinued during those 
troublous times. 
can blockade was in existence (that is, 
during our war with Spain), the struggle 
for life was so severe that the services 
had to be omitted. During all these 
months he subsisted on corn only, which 
he gathered where he could for his little 
family and himself. 

‘“'We can hardly be said to be ‘begin- 
ning missionary work in Cuba,’ as the 
services of the Church have been held 
here, with some interruptions, for about 
thirty years. The Rev. Mr. Baez, a Cu-

But while the Ameri- . 
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ban from Key West, was sent here by 
Bishop Young, of Florida, and ministered 
with considerable success for a year or 
two before the coming of the Rev. Mr. 
Moreno. Mr. Moreno was the first mis- 
sionary in Havana, sent out by the 
American Church Missionary Society. 
That society has commissioned all the 
missionaries in Havana since the time of 
the Rev. Mr. Baez, and, in addition to this, 
has for about ten years past supported a 
very successful work in Matanzas under 
the Rev.Pedro Duarte,a native of that city. 
There the society owns a fine mission 
building, in which there is a commodious 
chapel, with a seating capacity of 200 
people. Kight years ago the society sent 
me here on an official visit to the mission, 
and during my stay I held English ser- 
vices in the chapel which the society had 
rented on the Prado. The society sent 
me here last January on another three- 
month visit, to superintendent the work, 
and especially to administer to the needs 
of the English-speaking residents of the 
city. We have now a congregation of 
from forty to fifty-five people, who seem 
to appreciate the efforts that are made for 
their spiritual welfare. The term of my 
stay is drawing to a close, but the ser- 
vices will be maintained by the Rev. W. 
H. McGee, who is already on the ground, 
and will make this his permanent work. I 
am. sorry you were not with us on Ash 
Wednesday. We had a nice congrega- 
tion and a pleasant service. There iscer- 
tainly a grand opening for work in this 
island, and I hope the Church is rising 
to the opportunity. The secretary of the 
society has recently been here looking for 
a site on which to erect or acquire a 
building for an orphan asylum. The 
work should have the full confidence of 
the people of the Church. No better or 
more loyal men can be found anywhere 
than its three missionaries, the Rev. 
Messrs. McGee and Duarte and Senor 
Pefia.” 

A clipping from The Times of Cuba, 
enclosed by Dr. Neilson in his letter, 
gives this farther item of interest relat- 


ing to the early efforts made in Havana— 
under the heading First Protestan 
Church: 

‘“The American Episcopal Church is 
making diligent efforts to reach the 
American colony in this city. This was 
the first Protestant Church to begin 
evangelistic work in the island of Cuba, 
As many as twenty-five or thirty years 
ago, before the edict of toleration was 
published, the Rev. Edward Kenney held 
‘private’ services in the parlors of the 
Pasdje Hotel. A little congregation was 
gathered by personal invitation, and 
Bishop Whipple, of Minnesota, who was 
then sojourning in Florida, made them 
a visit and administered the rite of Con- 
firmation. The Rev. Mr. Kenney labored 
here for perhaps ten or fifteen years, 
under the auspices of no missionary so- 
ciety, but obtaining contributions for the 
support of his work in response to circu- 
larssent from time to time to Episcopal 
clergymen in the United States.” 

On April 14th, Mr. McGee writes- 
the Secretary of the Woman’s Auxil- 
lary: 

‘*T had not forgotten my promise to 
write you about the work. It lies (with 
me) for the present, almost entirely 
among the English-speaking people. We 
have had a good sprinkling of soldiers in 
the congregation, and the numbers in- 
crease. The ‘upper room’ that serves 
for a chapel is splendidly located, bat the 
noisiest place one ever was in! Iam 
hoping that money for a good lot may be 
given, and on that I think will depend 
the future of the work. No other body 
can present the claims we have upon 
these people, as no other body can reach 
them as we can. Their condition unt- 
versally calls for our prayers, and for 
proofs of the reality of those prayers 
in our good works. It will be slow. We 
cannot hasten them. They are veritable 
children, except in the knowledge of the 
evil side. We must make them babes 
in Christ, or the blessings looked for 
from us will never be realized. God 
help us each to do his several part.”

WORKDAYS AND HOLIDAYS AT CAPE 
MOUNT. 
Miss HiGGins, at sea on account of ill- 
ness, writes from steamship ‘‘ Roquelle,” 


off Grand Barrau, West Africa, on 
March 4th: 
ALL AT WORK. 
‘* You will hear through the Bishop of 
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his visitation to Cape Mount and of the 
laying of the corner-stone of the Lang- 


ford Memorial Hall for the boys’ depart- . 


ment. It was going up most rapidly, and 
I presume the masons will have finished 
their part of the work upon our return. 
There is a competition between these 
Liberian masons and the Sierra Leone 
men who are at work on the church, 
which weare not sorry to see, inasmuch 
as it advances the work more rapidly. 
Everything is ready for the girls’ hall, 
and work will soon begin on that. The 
one started has been torn down, and 
the stone one will be erected on the same 
site. You may imagine how we re- 
semble a bee-hive on our little hill. The 
girls are carrying the water for the 
masons and having school, but the boys 
have so much extra work with the build- 
ings, coffee picking, farm, etc., that reg- 
ular sessions are quiteout of the question. 
But the evenings are given tostudy along 
various lines, and soon we hope to have 
regular school again. The boys get very 
little time for drilling and their own 
gardens, but they work so cheerfully and 
very industriously. Momolu seems to 
know just how to manage them to get 
the most done in the easiest way and in 
the pleasantest manner. They will do 
anything for, and with, him, for he is 
equally interested in their pleasure hours 
as in their work and school time. 
A MERRY CHRISTMAS. 

‘“We had such a happy Christmas- 
tide. We feared it might be otherwise, 
for the candy did not come until four 
days before Christmas. On the Sunday 
we had only services for the day and an 
especially good dinner for them. On the 
Monday we all went up the river to a 
pretty island, for a picnic, leaving only 
the watchman and a few sick boys on 
the hill. This picnic was arranged by 
those who at one time were in St. John’s 
School and who are now in business in 
Cape Mount. On Holy Innocents’ Day 
we had our Christmas-tree in the chapel, 
at7 P.M. The children and many of our 
native people enjoyed it enough to more 
than repay us the trouble of working it 
up. We had a coffee-tree instead of the 
usual evergreen, and had some tapers 
and other ornaments for decoration, and 
the little girls’ dolls were peeping out 
among the bright green leaves in a 


‘most happy manner. For the older girls 


we had cups and saucers and plates, 
which they used for the first time in an 
‘afternoon tea’ on New Year’s Day. 
Every one present had candy and ground 
nuts, and the boys the assurance of gifts 
to come. The ‘specials’ for them,came too 
late to make any purchase before Christ- 
mas, so they were asked to say what they 
would most like. All were of one mind; 
they wanted an addition of belts for their 
military department. I am sure I was 
quite as happy as the boys when I found 
they were to have this added pleasure, 
and I would like to express my own and 
the boys’ thankfulness to those who thus 
contributed to our happiness. 

‘*I suppose the most interesting part 
of the entertainment, however, was 
Santa Claus. He was thought to have 
come from America, and to be a white 
man. Momolu went and opened the ex- 
ercises, and left while they were singing. 
They heard a steamer in the harbor, and 
took it upon themselves to suppose he 
had gone on board, not seeing him again 
that evening, as they thought. But it 
really was he who came through the 
window in such good disguise. They 
were frightened until they saw us shake 
his hand and welcome him, and then 
they hugged him and tugged at his gown 
until we feared the disguise might be re- 
moved suddenly, and were glad to see 
him safely away. We had so many new 
children who had never seen Christmas 
like this, and they were all lively and 
interested, and are not yet over talking 
about it. One little girl received a doll 
that closed its eyes when she laid it 
down. She began weeping bitterly, ex- 
claiming that her dolly was dead. Many 
were the loving tokens that I received at 
that time, but one was of an unusual 
order. A native woman, one of my 
god-children, gave me her little boy, her 
only child, a dear little fellow, some 
seven years of age, named Momo. It 
was an effort for her to let him come on 
the mission, and I especially appreciated 
the gift. 

‘‘It was just two years yesterday since 
I landed at Cape Mount. They have 
been filled with many experiences of ex- 
quisite pain and pleasure, and not with- 
out some benefit to myself at least. The 
work and;people haye all my heart now

and I am only unhappy when it looks as 
if I might not have health to continue 
always. I can only wish that I might 
feel myself as fit for and worthy of the 
work as I am happy and contented in it. 
The glimpses of other tribes and their 
customs, along the coast, though very 
limited, have been most interesting. 
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They have not detracted from the good 
opinion I had of the Vey people before, 
however; rather confirmed it. They 
certainly are superior to any we have 
seen. This will hardly reach you be- 
fore Easter, but I shall wish for you and 
the Auxiliary the choicest blessings of 
that blessed season. 


RULES OF THE BOARD OF MANAGERS, 
WITH REFERENCE TO CANDIDATES FOR FOREIGN MISSIONARY WORK. 


For the information of those young women desiring to become Foreign mis- 
sionaries we print extracts from the ‘‘ rules” adopted by the Board of Managers in 
April, 1896, as applying to such young women: 

1. Inthe absence of the Missionary Bishops applications for appointment must be 
made to the Secretary of the Board, who shall carefully inquire into the character 
and qualifications of each applicant, to the end that the Bishop concerned and the 
Board may have full information before they proceed to act on the same. 

2. Applications should be personal, in the writing of the applicant, and should 
state concisely, but distinctly, the age, native place, residence, early education, 
previous and present employments, the state of health of the person applying, to- 
gether with the department of labor desired. While the work of a Foreign mis- 
sionary may be regarded as a life work, the engagement shall be for five years. 

3. Previous to action by the Board, in addition to this personal application, the 
applicant must produce a testimonial to religious character from the rector of the 
parish with which she has been connected, and a satisfactory testimonial of personal 
qualifications for the position desired, from at least one judicious layman. 

It is to be understood that missionary physicians take rank with ordained mis- 
sionaries, and receive the same salary and allowances. 

4, Every applicant for a missionary appointment shall be required to undergo 
an examination by some competent physician, designated by the Board, whose 
report as to the physical qualifications of the applicant shall be submitted to the 
Board with the other testimonials 

5. Salaries of missionaries and missionary teachers shall be subject to revision 
from time to time, and may be increased, reduced, or withdrawn, as the Bishop and 
the Board may decide. 

6. Salaries shall commence from the day of the arrival of the missionary or the 
teacher within the jurisdiction to which the appointment is made, and shall cease 
on the day of her departure from it. 

’, Salaries shall be paid quarterly or monthly, according to instructions which 
shall, from time to time, be given by the Bishop, and the Treasurer of the Board. 

8. After their appointment, missionaries and teachers shall hold themselves 
ready to receive the instructions of the Board, acting for the Bishop concerned. 

9. The Board will bear all necessary travelling expenses from the appointee’s 
place of residence to the mission by the most direct route. 


Resolution adopted by the Board of Missions, October, 1895: 


Resolved: That all women hereafter receiving appointment under the Board 
of Missions shall be required to have at least six months’ training in one of our 
Church training- schools, or some kindred institution, unless the Board of Managers, 
or the Bishop to whose jurisdiction she is to be sent, has personal knowledge of her 


fitness,

EXPLANATION OF THE SCHOLARSHIP PLAN. 

Ir was formerly the custom with many Sunday-schools and individuals wishing to do a definite thing in 
the Foreign field, and to do it all, to contribute annually for the support of a particular child in Africa, or in 
China. In frequent cases such child was given a name by the contributor. This plan, excellent in theory, 
was found to work very badly in so many instances thatit was finally determined to discourage all such con- 
tributions. The boys and girls in our Missions, like boysand girls in Christian lands, sometimes in after life 
failed to honor their names. And, again, scholars would be recalled by parents from the schools, and then 
be entirely lost sight of, to the distress of those who had done so much for theirspiritual enlightenment. It 
was for these reasons that the Scholarship plan was adopted; under which it is only agreed that a pupil 
shall be sustained by each scholarship, and that a brief account of the pupil for the time being shall be sent 
to the supporter annually. The same pupil is retained as long as may be. 

For all its Boarding-schools the Board makes definite appropriations annually. An appropriation of 
a given number of dollars implies the support and education of a given number of pupils. It was, there- 
fore, determined to invite from individuals, branches of the Woman’s Auxiliary, Churches and Sunday- 
schools, definite contributions of either one hundred dollars, or seventy dollars, or fifty dollars, or forty dol- 
lars, or twenty-five dollars, as the case might require, for the support of these Scholarships. 

We take this opportunity to say a few words with regard to the importance of this kind of work, which 
will be of special interest to the children who are engaged in it. Inthe various Mission fields it is among the 
children that we have the greatest hope and promise of success, for our Missionaries can take them when 
they are very young and instruct them, just as they would children in a Christian country, in the truths of 
our holy religion. Thus they learn to grow up as Christians instead of as pagans, and returning to their 
own people act as leaven which, in time, may leaven the whole lump of heathen ignorance with the knowl- 
edge of the truth of Jesus. They become, after a time, fathers and mothers, and then teach their children 
the truth which they have been taught. So a mighty influence is set in motion, which may reach down 
through generations and ages, and at last bring all these great nations to Christ.
